The process was introduced here by Kirk, 
formerly a m iller of St. Louis. It is not 
claimed that this Í3 a new process in the sense 
that the patent or roller process is new. 
but it is a new process of mixing or blend­ 
ing flour made from different kinds of 
wheat. 
An export advantage for New 
York is claimed. Two largo Western mills 
have adopted the method—one in Cincin­ 
nati and one in St. Louis.

two countries. 
It was proposed to perpetuate tbe good 
feeling now existing by taking steps to 
meet the provisions of the Mills tariff bill. 
H e had every hope that the Mills bill 
would become a law this year, and in or­ 
der, therefore, that Canadian lumber and 
salt might enter the United States tree, un­ 
der the terms of the bill, the Government 
ought to obtain the power to abolish export 
duties bv an order of the Council.

years, not only in the amount of oil ob­ 
tained, hut in that of ambergris. 
Amber­ 
gris is a peculiar secretion found in a dis­ 
eased whale, and is worth its weight in 
gold. 
It is not a buoyant, article, and is 
only obtained bv killing the whale, or the | 
whale’s dying and drifting ashore, when 
the lump of ambergris washes upon the 
beach after the carcass is decomposed. 
The ambergris (or sick) whales are usually 
found near the land, and when the stuff is 
picked up oil shore the carcass of a dead 
whale is usually somewhere in the vicinity. 
When an apparently healthy whale is 
killed, and on examination appears to have 
very little oil, a search for ambergris is 
made. 
In appearance it is a dark gray, 
sticky substance, and very vile .smelling. 
It is priiiehially used in making perfumes, 
to “ set 
color, and as a refiner. 
It is i 
d that one afternoon, years 
ago, the s 
ncr Gage I’lrillips, of Prov- 
incetown, was drifting on the whaling 
grounds, when the man on lookout re­ 
ported that a small, peculiar-looking sub­ 
stance was floating off the port quarter. 
It was taken on deck and pronounced tobe 
some peculiar kind of West Indian gum. 
After being kicked around the dock for 
some days it was thrown carelessly into 
the stern boat. 
The Phillips fell in w ith 
another whaler and the crews exchanged 
visits. 
The visiting captain noticed the 
“ gum,” declared it was ambergris and re­ 
vealed its value. 
It was taken care of, and 
when the vessel arrived home the sale of 
that lump of “ gum ” added $6,000 to the 
general stock of the voyage. 
Another captain of a merchant vessel, 
lying at anchor off one of the islands in 
the West IniUes, discovered a lump as 
large as his two fists in the possession of a 
negro, who sold it to the captain for one 
flannel shirt and an old pair of pantaloons.

whaling crew having secured and killed a 
whale, cut it in two and found a dark, 
gray mass about the size of a half barrel. 
In the eliorl to get it on deck the lead-likc 
mass shot downward into the fathomless 
sea, and at least $50,000 slipped neatly 
away, leaving a mad captain and a mad 
crew.

California has been aptly designated as 
the “ Heart of the Pacific slope.'' 
It lias a 
geographical position which gives advan 
tages over any of her sister títatts. It ex­ 
tends through ten degrees of latitude in the 
southern half of the temperate zone. The 
Pacific ocean washes her shores for a thou­ 
sand miles, and furnishes free water trans­ 
portation to every part of the world 
It 
possesses every topographical feature—great 
mountain ranges, deep canyons, sunny 
sloping hill and mountain sides, and broad 
and fertile valleys. The years of Califor­ 
nia's development num ber scarcely more 
than the third of a century, yet in that time 
it has achieved the first position as a pro­ 
ducer of gold, quicksilver, wheat, barley, 
fruit, wine and wool. In area it is second 
only to Texas, and has more square mile3 
than all the great Middle.States, which have 
a population of more than eleven million 
people. 
The central portion of this State, with 
every element of wealth that prodigal na­ 
ture could bestow, has until recently been 
content to remain alm ost unknown, while 
sections to the south have become thickly 
populated and grown rich through immi­ 
gration. Centra! California, with incom­ 
parably greater resources has gone on with 
the slow growth that came from natural 
increase alone. Now the people are awak­ 
ening to the importance and advantages of 
added workers in every branch of industry. 
Probably no section of the State of Cali­ 
fornia is at the present time attracting such 
general attention throughout the Union as 
the justly famed locality under consider- 
tion, which gradually, and only by force of 
merit, has unostentatiocsly forced its way 
to the front, 
until 
to-day the Fresno 
country stands am m g the first in interest 
of the whole Pacific coast area, a wonderful 
exhibit of natural resources, developed by 
well-directed enterprise. 


FRESNO COUNTY. 


S u m o o f I t s M a n y R e s o u r c e s it m l A d v a n ­ 
t a g e s U n d e r a B r i e f O u t l i n e . 
Fresno is the third county in size in the 
utate, and has an area of 8,000square miles, 
its eastern line stretches along the summit 
of the Sierras, from whence the county ex- 
tonds westward down mountain slopes, 
over the foothills, across the vast level val- 
ey situated on both side9 of the great San 
Joaqnin river, and well up into the foot­ 
hills of the Coast Kange where is traced its 
western boundary. It is situated in the 
very center of the great .San Joaquin valley 
about HOO miles from the city of San F ran­ 
cisco. The Sierra Nevada mountains in 
the Eastern part contain numerous lofty 
peaks—Mt. W hitney, the highest in the 
United States, with an altitude of 15,050 
et, and Mts. Lyell, Abbott, Goddard, 
. earsarge, Brewer and Tyndall, each with 
ltitudes of over 14,000 feet, their tops 
>eing clothed in perpetual snow. Above 
8,000 feet their sides are rugged and barren, 
but from that down are mostly smooth and 
loping, heavily timbered and filled with 
grassy meadows. 


W A TER COURSES. 
The Sail Joaquin and Kings rivers have 
their sources high among the snow-capped 
peaks and course in bold and nearly paral­ 
lel streams west ward and northerly through 
the county. These great rivers, with their 
innumerable tributaries, constitute such a 
complete, abundant and well-distributed 
water supply for all purposes as not to be 
excelled in this State, if on the coast. 


THE FOOT-HILLS. 
Along the entire extent c f the county be­ 
tween the m ountains and the valley is 
what is provincially termed “ foothills.” 
These consist of undulating hills and slop­ 
ing plains, partially wooded and much 
broken by streams and ravines, and con­ 
tain a great variety ol soil and climate. 
To the west a vast stretch of level land 
extends from the base of the foothills, a 
distance varying from GO to SO miles. 
Through these lauds flow the San Joe quin 
and Kings rivers, whose waters are abund­ 
ant in the driest seasons, and numerous 
lesser streams whose waters are absorbed 
by the agricultural lands in summer, prin­ 
cipal ot which are Ash Slough. Berenda 
Slough and Cotton Creek. 
TOPOGRAPHICAL SECTIONS. 
1 bus it will be seen that topographically 
the county consists of two great" parts, the 
mountain slopes or foot-hill region, and 
the great level agricultural valley land, 
each abundantly rich in resources of its 
own kind and especially valuable, the one 
to the other, but it is to this latter portion 
we desire to cal! attention. 
THE VALLEY SOILS. 
The soil varies much in character even 
in the same locality, but is mainly confined 
to three kinds—saudy loam, white ash aDd 
that known a3 the red lands. W ith the 
first two the soil is generally thick and 
rests on a sandy subsoil. These lands 
are easily irrigated, requiring but little 
preparation in the way ot leveling and but 
little water in cultivation. 
The red lands are very strong and fertile, 
but are generally more or less of the “ hog- 
wallow " variety. A person can grasp the 
meaning of that term if he can im agines 
township of land boiled up like a huge 
caldron of thick soap and while bubbling 
is suddenly cooled, u u the tops of these 
bubbles the soil is red, while the little val­ 
leys between are a kind of black adobe. 
This class of land is underlaid with bed 
rock which in s ime places comes nearly to 
the surface, but which generally is met 
with at a depth of from eighteen to thirty 
inches. This land requires vastly more labor 
to prepare for irrigation, but when pro 
pared, it ranks with the best in the market. 
Except in the neighborhood of the rivers 
or natural water channels there is no thick 
brush to clear from the land, and no heavy 
sod to break. There is no portion of this 
rich agricultural State where lands may be 
found capable of producing more success­ 
fully so large a variety of crops, embracing 
ail those kinds grown in northern temper­ 
ate and semi-tropical latitudes, as here with 
the 
application 
of water. 
The coun 
try is also excellently adapted to raising 
stock, and nowhere in the worid do they 
require less attention. 
On the pasture 
lands are rwer 400.000 sheep, producing an­ 
nually over 2,000,000 pounds of wool. 


IRRIGATING CANALS. 
Careful inquiry among the leading ditch 
owners develops the fact that the county 
at the present time contains what may be 
termed trunk canals, that ate now in oper­ 
ation to the extent of over 900 miles, built 
at a cost of not less than $2,000,000, carry­ 
ing 1.470.000 gallons per minute, capable of 
watering luO.OtK) acres. 
This shows the immense pxtent of the 
present i'rigating system which can easily 
be largely increased as the demand i ir 
wa er makes necessary. All these ditch 
are ready for any emergency in the use oí 


water. The water in Fresno county is 
practically inexhaustible. The snow-clad 
mountains yield more water than will 
probably be put to use upon the plains, 
and the great Kings river is not perceptibly 
diminished by the 1,470,000 gallons diverted 
from its channel every minute. Fed from 
snow-capped mountains, the rivers most 
abound when the water is most needed 
and they have never failed. The surface 
of the land is so nearly level, with a gentle 
slope to the west and sou h, that the whole 
system is without question one of the 
largest, simplest and cheapest in the world. 


FRESNO CITY. 


It* L o c a tio n —B u s in e ss E n te r p r i-e , B u ild ­ 
in g s, R a ilr o a d s, E tc . 
Fresno is a city with a population of 
about 8,Gu0 people, and located on the main 
line of the Southern I’acific, a little over 
200 miles south of San Francisco. It is 
to-day perhaps the liveliest and busiest 
little city in the State. The streets are 
crowded with people, the hotels are full, 
there are no vacant dwellings, and every- 


ter at a cost of $30,000 for church and mis­ 
sions. 
THE SCHOOLS. 
There are 1,100 children in the school 
district, with an average dailv attendance 
of over 700. 
A Principal. Vice-Principal 
and thirteen assistants, constitutes 
the 
present corps of efficient teachers. 
The 
city points with pride to her schools, which 
rank second to none, in a State justly cele­ 
brated for exceptional educational advan­ 
tages. Besides the public schools, is a well 
patronized business college, and two popular 
Kindergarten schools. 
The press of Fresno is able and well 
patronized. 
It consists of the Republican. 
a morning daily and weekly; the Expositor, 
an evening daily am! weekly of I>emo 
cratic politics; the Tiifruue, an evening 
daily, independent iu polities, and the 
Democrat, weekly, all having good and in­ 
creasing circulation. 


CONFRATEBNAL ASSOCIATIONS. 
The various societies met with here em ­ 
brace an Encampm ent ot Odd Fellows, two 
lodges of Knights of Pythias, a lodge of 
Free and Accepted Masons, a Chapter of 
Koval Arch Mas ins, and a Commandery 
of Knights Templar.

throughout the year. 


GROWTH OF THE TOWN. 
The growth of Fresno dates from the 
fall of 1872. In 1874 the county seat was ! 
moved irom Millerton to Fresno. In 1880 
the town had a population of about 1,100, 
and in 18S5 it had increased to 5,000, and 
became incorporated as a city of the fifth 
class, and governed by a Board of Trustees. 
Since then its increase of population and 
attending progress has continued in about 
the same ratio. 


PUBLIC SPIRIT. 
T hepeopleof FresD o are public-spirited. , 
and are making the present prosperity of 
the locality effective and permanent. The ! 
contemplated business enterprises, and the i 
public improvements now under wav, will 
covt-r an outlay of not less than $250,000, 


at the Barton vineyard furnished the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
“ This section 
is exceptionally well 
adapted for the successful production of 
nearly all wines excepting claret, but is es­ 
sentially the home of the raisin and sherry. 
We make a specialty of burger, but make 
also port, sherry and muscat. Our burger 
vines average us from eight to nine tons to 
the acre, and produce Irom 135 to 150 gal­ 
lons of wine per ton. 
We bave not used a 
drop of water fir irrigation for four years 
until now. 
We will saturate the ground 
this spring, which with the natural rainfall 
will suffice for four years more. We also 
bave twenty acres in raisiu grapes which 
netted us $100 per acre in raisins, and a 
second crop that we made into wine was 
worth at least $25 per acre more.” 
The property this year, without going 
into detail,^yielded a net profit of over ten 
per cent, on an investment of a million 
dollars. 
In reply to a question in regard 
to clarets, he said the principal claret 
grapes are the Carignane and Zinfandel. 
Here the latter is troubled with a pest 
known as the black rot. The vines do not 
do so well as other varieties. Claret can be 
ma le here, but is better taken elsewhere to 
mature.

Malaga colony contains seven sections, 
I in the center of which is the railroad depot, 
a large raisin packing house, where raisins 
are purchased from the growers and pre­ 
pared for shipping, a hotel and a good 
j school-house. 
Salinger tract, immediately north of the 
city, contains two sections, lias been lately 
placed in the market, and as vet only par­ 
; tially cultivated. 
Scandinavian colony contains three sec­ 
tions, with a large number of flourishing 
orchards 
and 
vineyards 
and pleasant 
homes, also a good public school. Near 
this colony lie the 
Nevada and Temperance colonies, con­ 
taining two seciions, largely under cultivu- 
tion, with pleasant homes and a good 
public school. 
As some misapprehension seems to exist 
as to Fresno's colonies, it may be well to 
explain that by the word “ colony” there 
is meant no comm unity interest. Everv 
colonist, so-called, owns absolutely his 
twenty or forty acres, and llie onlv com­ 
munity interest is an interest in keeping 
the branch ditches in good repair. The 
main ditches are maintained by the water 
companies. 
To her colonies, more than to any other

body seems to be engaged iu liveliest busi­ 
ness. 
The town is growing rapidly. In the 
business part of the place are being erected 
business blocks, and outside this section, 
on every street and in every block, new 
residences are going up. The former are 
substantial brick structures of two and 
three stories, and the latter mostly frame, 
and well built. 


THE PRINCIPAL PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
Are the Court-house, erected at a cost of 
$70,000, and standing in a large, hand­ 
somely shaded and beautifully laid out 
plaza ; a new jail building, just completed, 
•Aty Hall, Armory Hall and a $15,000 
school-house. There are also to be iuime- * 
• liately built two. new school-houses at a 
cost of $12,000 
each, a 
hosoital and 
fire department buildiugs. 
There are now completed and being used 
over forty, two and three-story brick busi­ 
ness blocks, and several others are nearing 
completion. Among the most prominent 
buildings in use are tbe Masonic build­ 
ing, the Grand Central Hotel and the 
Fresno Investment Company Block, the 
latter being at present used by the Post­ 
office Department. Of those nearing com­ 
pletion is_ the Hughes Hotel, erected at a 
cost of $150,000, and one of the handsomest 
in the State outside of San Francisco. 
There is also to be built as fast as material 
can be obtained, a second $150,000 hostelry 
to be known as the Hotel Palace, This 'is 
to be built by the I-street Improvement 
Company. A new $60,000 opera house, 
three splendid new bank blocks and other 
lesser buildings are among the structures 
being erected. 
An excellently equipped street railway 
sends its cars rolling through the principal 
streets to suburban residences, while grad­ 
ing and track-iaying is being put forward 
on two other lines. A fourth, an electric 
motor road, will in a few weeks extend out 
a distance of three miles to residences in 
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of Good Templars, a Grand Army Post, a 
Parlor of Native Sons, and another of Na­ 
tive Daughters, two Groves of Ancient Or­ 
der of Druids, a lodge of United W ork­ 
men, a Chapter of the Eastern Star, a 
lodge of Kniguls and Ladies of Honor, and 
a Post of the Blue and Gray Veterans—the 
first ever organized—a Council of the Order 
of Chosen Friends, a branch of the YouDg 
Men's Christian Associarion, a W oman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and several 
other moral, religious, benevolent and 
charitable organization. 
WATER SUPPLY. 
For domestic use the city has a most ex­ 
cellent artesian water supply, admirably 
distributed by street mains throughout the 
city, the present capacity being 1,500,000 
gallons per day. Such a system is a credit 
to any city, and pure water is an im portant 
factor in the general health of any commu­ 
nity. 
HEALTHFULNESS OF THE LOCALITY. 
The report of the Health Officer as made 
to the Board of Trade recently, has the fol­ 
lowing ; 
Gentlemen: In response to vour inquiry con­ 
cerning the clim ate of this County, as it affects 
the public health, I assure you that 1 fully ap­ 
preciate the advantages to be derived from a 
strict adherence to facts in all m a’ters of this 
nature. I have been a resident of this cit<- over 
seven years, during which tim e I have eoñtiuu- 
ously practiced my profession, and have from 
tim e to tim e visited every part of the county. 
For fifteen m onths I have discharged the duties 
of H ealth Officer of the city. As a result of my 
experience and observation, perm it me to say 
that, as a whole, the health of Fre III) county, 
without question, compares favorably with that 
of any county of the State. That of our foothill 
section i- not surpassed by any other locality in 
the world. Irrigation and the widely-extend­ 
ing cultivation of virgin soil have here", as in all 
other parts of tne worid, their effect upon 
health, but such influences arc no more active 
here than in other countries, while passing 
through the stage of rapid developm ent, and in 
comparison w ith our great Western prairies, 
during their settlem ent, the healthfulness is 
greatly in favor of Fre-no clim ate. 


while in the neighborhood of 400 dwelling 
houses, it is stated, will be completed within 
the next six m onths. Most of these are 
now under way, thecost ranging front $1,000 
to $15,000 each. The assessed valuation of 
Fresno City for 1887, real and personal, was 
$2 400,000, and this will be increased the 
present year by many millions. 


TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 
To the present time Fresno has had 
but one railroad, but at this date a branch 
road is being constructed leading easterly 
to the mountains, thence south into and 
opening up a vast area wonderfully pro 
ductive of grain, lumber and minerals. 
The Paige-W ilbur-Paulsell Railroad is 
now graded to within a few miles of Fresno, 
and when completed will provide an addi­ 
tional route to San Francisco and the East. 
Still other new lines are projected, which, 
if constructed, will make Fresno a strong 
railroad point. 


SHIPMENTS OF 1887. 


The shipments from Fresno the past year 
aggregated 73,000,000 pounds. Of this there 
were 350 000 twenty-pound boxes of raisins, 
2,000,000 gallons of wine and brandy, 750 
tons of dried grapes, 800 tons of dried 
orchard products, together with vast quan­ 
tities of grain and live stock. 
An idea of 
j the present traffic may be formed from the 
! receipts of the freight and ticket office. 
The receipts from tickets sold and tariff on 
incoming freights 
during January last 
amounted to $42,388 21. From the same 
sources during March the receipts were 
$61,127 37, showing an increase from Jan ­ 
uary to April, not including February, of 
$19,739 16. 
These returns do not include charges on 
freights shipped from this point, and con­ 
sequently fail to represent anywhere near 
the full business of the place."

RAISIN VINEYARDS. 
In this 
same neighborhood are also 
m any vineyards devoted almost, if not 
wholly, to raisins. Among these is the But­ 
ler vineyard, 560 acres in bearing. The 
vineyards o! Pew, Goodman, Yon Schmidt, 
and others, 1G0 acres each. Colonel Forsythe 
lives four-and-a-balf miles directly "east 
of Fresno and speaking of his vineyard, he 
said : “ 1 came here in 1883, This land was 
then worth about $30 per acre. 
I have 160 
acres, 145 in raisin vines and the rest in 
orchard and ornam ental grounds. 
The 
Muscat grjpe is the grape for raisins. The 
third year the yield will be such as to cover 
expenses of cultivation, and the fourth 
year they come into bearing. From this 
time the yield increases in quantity and 
quality for ten or twelve years, especially 
quality. Tbe older the vines the smaller 
the seed 
and 
the 
thinner 
the skin. 
The great secret of success in raisins 
is in the curing. They can not be made in 
a day, as they have to ferment, hence sun- 
cured raisins are superior to any that can 
be made in a drier. For this reason first 
crop raisins are the better, as tbe second 
crop coming late are generally about two- 
thirds cured in tbe sun, and then have to 
be finished up in tbe drier. 
Our hot, dry 
summers are just what makes tbe Fresno 
country the greatest and finest raisin sec­ 
tion in the world. I have 90,000 vines, and 
last season was the second year of bearing, 
the output being 
23,000 twenty-pound 
boxes. 
Irrigated the first two years, but 
since then have not used a drop of water 
for m y vines. Soil is a sandy loam with a 
strong tinge of red. 
The net profit will 
vary from $50 to $250 per acre accord­ 
ing to quantity and quali'y of output aud 
state of m arket.” 
[Two dogs now came into the room that 
were of such size and bearing as to attract 
the attention of the visiting parties, and, 
in response to inquiry, the Colonel sta'ed 
‘b a t th e y w ere f a hr; e l i.now n as Great 
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source, Fresno owes its present degree of 
prosperity. Yet, the forming of these and 
bringing them to success has required much 
energy and perseverance. The first two 
years of the colonists were years of dis­ 
couragement, and it is safe to say that 
seven out of every ten would have sold oik 
or even abandoned their claims if they 
could have raised sufficient means to go 
elsewhete. But the third and fourth years 
revolutionized the general sentim ent, justi­ 
fied the expectations of the founders and 
promoters, and to-day it would, perhaps, be 
difficult to find a more thrifty, prosperous 
aud contented community anywhere in 
the world. 
At every lialf-mile in the colonies is an 
avenue. The avenue is an admirably kept 
road, lined on either side with handsome 
shade trees, and on every twenty or forty 
acres is a pleasant home. 
No better evi­ 
dence can be presented—in fact, none so 
good—as to give statements made by 
themselves, taken down in shorthand, in 
an interview held with each, the object be­ 
ing to determine what was the prevailing 
opinion as to 


THE RESULT OF THE COLONIZATION EXPERI­ 
MENT. 
Leaving Fresno, the first place we visited 
was the 
elegant 
farm

ofT . C. W hite, which marks the beginning 
of Central colony. Mr. W hite has forty 
acres of vines, but rnanv are not yet in full 
bearing. Mr. W hite was absent, but the 
interviewer was most hospitably received 
by Mrs. W hite, who remarked :

If you are going 
1 to interview me, you must let me tell the 
drawbacks as well as the advantages of 
Fresno.”

MERCHANDISE TRADE. 
The merchants are ail doing a brisk 
business, and trade is bas >d upon resident 
purchasers, who make their living in the 
place. 
Of the banking institutions in Fresno 
there are now five. 
The Frtsno Savings 
and Loan Association has a paid np cap­ 
ital of $800,000. 
The Bank of Cential 
California a paid up capital of $120,000. 
The Farmers' Bank, paid up capital, $100,­ 
000, with a surplus of $10.000. The First 
National Bank, paid up capital. $100,000 
and a circulation increased in three years 
from $118.000 to $536.000, with a surplus of 
over $45 000, and the Fresno National 
Bank, just starting, capital $100 000. 
Besides these there is a Building and 
Loan Association incorporated with a capi­ 
tal of $300,000. The batiks have assumed 
metropolitan airs to the extent of the 
establishment of a Clearing House with an 
average daily business aggregating over 
$30,000. 
EDUUATtON A SP RELIGION. 
In religious and educational institutions, 
Fresno affords every advantage to its peo­ 
ple. There are nine organized religious 
denominations holding regular services, 
viz: The Episcopal, Methodist Episcopal 
and M. E Church, South. Baptist, Congre­ 
gational, Catholic, Christian and Adventist 
There are seven church buildings, which 
are neat, substantial and commodious, and 
the Presbyterian and Adventist peopl. sre 
each preparing to build houses of wo ship, 
the former at a cost of $10 OOP cud the let- 
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Epidemics of no disease have developed in 
this county during the past seven years. There 
is less typhoid tever here than in anv of the 
counties of California iu which I have previ­ 
ously resided. 
M a'arlal fever in varying types 
is tound in some seeti ms, but is generally easily 
traceable to carelessuess of living or im pru­ 
dence iu caring for places covered witli rapidly 
growing crops, 
a proper observation of the 
simplest rules of personal hygiene, w ith a 
proper care of the surrouoding premises, will 
in every individual ease secure perfect im m u­ 
nity irom m alaria in everv form.

North and north­ 
west of Fresno the soil is of that class else­ 
where described as “hog-wallow.” 
To the east of Fresno the land is held by 
resident owners in tracts vary ing from 100 
to 640 acres, but more generally tbe former 
class of holdings.

The industry here 
is, however, comparatively new, aud pres­ 
ent marvels of success are only suggestions 
of results yet possible to be accomplished. 
The vineyards of Eggers, Barton, Fresno 
end Ei8en are almost seclusively of wine 
grape varieties. 
These places all bave 
elegant residences, surrounded by a luxu­ 
riant erowth of beautiful ornamental semi- 
tropical trees and sbruhs ; an i.ave commo­ 
dious wine cellars and distilleries and are 
cacti valued at $500,000 or more. Th ‘ 
Eggers and Barton vineyards each have 500 
u ,io of bearing vines. The superintendent

To the south of the city are the colonies. 
These lands are divided into twenty-acre 
tracts, with permanent and sufficient water 
rights, and the tracts are especially pre­ 
pared for and suited to the wants of people 
with limited capital seeking to establish 
pleasant and profitable homes.

IN YUCATAN. 


MATTERS OF INTEREST IN SOUTH­ 
EASTERN MEXI O. 


A N ew Y o rk er’s M istak en E n ter­ 
p rise — C ocoan nt C u ltu re and 
O ther In d u stries. 


[Special Correspondence of th e R ecord-Un io s.) 
M e r i d a , Yucatan, April 18, 1888. 
Expecting some acquaintances on an in­ 
coming vessel, I made a trip to tlie coast 
a short tim e ago, and found mv»elf stand­ 
ing on the very spot where white men first 
landed on this continent, weighted with 
swords and lances and clad in their pon­ 
derous armor. 
Out on the gulf was a 
steamer, tossed by the same restless waves 
that 
bore hither the fifteenth century 
galleons. 
But then it was the hlaclc velvet 
banner of Spain that floated over the decks 
from 
which 
thundered the fire-god so 
dreaded by the Indians, and on the up­ 
lifted prow swarmed a handsome, hardy 
and brilliant race, from a court like fairy­ 
land, with stern ceed nailed to a crucifix— 
representatives of an army o f crusaders 
and a navy tbat controlled the M editer­ 
ranean. 
Sea and sky, sands and hills are still the 
same— yet how changed the scene ! 
Now 
it was an American steamer, over which 
floated a flag unknown during the con­ 
quest of Yucatan; and over its bulwarks 
peered a race which had no place in the 
roll-call of the nations till long afterwards. 
W ith ail our arrogance, so new are we of 
the U nited States. 
The first question the Spaniards asked 
on landing was the name of the country 
they had come to subjugate to their K ing 
and the Catholic Church; and 
the won­ 
dering natives replied Kathancubialon— 
“W e do not understand you”—exactly as 
the M exican of to-day would shrug his 
shoulders and say quien sabe or no intende. 
But the Spaniards accepted the reply as an 
answer to their question, and being un­ 
pronounceable 
to 
European 
tongues, 
iSathancubiaioii soon became m ixed with 
Yucallepen (a pearl), and finally degener­ 
ated into the word Yucatan. 
In some respects this peninsula is not 
behind the rest of the world in the inarch 
of progress, and in others it is dead past 
all hope of resurrection. 
Officially, Yuca­ 
tan is set down as containing seven cities 
besides Merida, the capital, and Progreso, 
the seaport; also 18 towns, 143 villages, 18 
abandoned settlements, 02 ruined cities, 
and 334 haciendas. 
But m any of the so- 
called “ cities” arc fa lin g to" decay, the 
towns are mere collections o f thatched 
huts, and the haciendas are enormous 
estates, for the most part comprising miles 
of uncultivated territory, whose owners 
live elsewhere. 
Though on the map Y u­ 
catan is dotted with evidences of civiliza­ 
tion, in truth it is mainly a desert wilder­ 
ness, with even less territory developed 
than when 1 )on Cordova landed here, or 
when Montejo conquered the few aborig­ 
ines caught along shore, and falsely de­ 
clared that he had subjugated the country. 
But the settled portion c f the .State is 
booming as 
never before. 
The total 
budget for last year was nearly 8400,000— 
of which the officials absorbed as much as 
they pleased. 
W ithin the last decade 
there has been a great rise in real estate. 
Business ot all kinds is surprisingly active, 
and prices are about the same as in 
Havana. 
There are 227 schools in Yuca­ 
tan, which annUi.'1)' cost the Government 
872,120. 
There is also a Literary Insti­ 
tute, which has an invested capital of 
890,485, and whose profit averages over 
87,000 a year. 
The School of Correction 
also has invested capital to the amount of 
819,590, on which it annually realizes 
about il,5 0 0 . 
Both these institutions 
pay 
richer 
dividends 
than 
many 
a 
mine 
in 
sunny 
M exico. 
The 
School of Pharmacy and Jurisprudence has 
six professors. 
There is also a prosperous 
medical college, a conservatory of music, 
and several public libraries. 
In Merida is a splendid museum of an­ 
tiquities— or rather the building is very 
fine which the Muses Yucateco occupies. 
It is a noteworthy fact that though the 
sum of 880,020 28 was expended last year 
for internal improvements in the State of 
Yucatan, but 8500 of it has been set aside 
for the museum. 
This peninsula is richer 
in archaeological resources than any other 
known portion of the continent, yet such 
is the profound indifierence of the people 
that the wonder is they should ever have 
established a museum at all. 
The Museo 
is neither large enough nor well conducted. 
Among its few poorly-arranged and indif- 
ferently-cared-for specimens is many a rare 
aud unappreciated prize which would en­ 
rich the finest museums of the world. 
Jn Yucatan every man between the 
ages of 21 and 50 is subject to m ilitary 
duty and may be drafted at any time. 
H e 
then receives the munificent salary of six 
cents a day, and finds him self iii food. 
There is no commissary department what­ 
ever, and at that rate M exico can certainly 
afford to maintain a “ standing ” army. 
As for railroads in this remote region, 
There is the Merida «Se Pelo line, passing 
by Tieul and Tekax, chartered about ten 
years ago and given a subsidy of §6,000 per 
kilometer; the Merida, K alkini <& Celestum 
Railroad, chartered eight years ago and 
promised an equal subsidy; the Merida & 
\ alladolid Railroad, chartered same year 
with same subsidy— all yet under construc­ 
tion. 
The Progreso A Merida road was 
chartered in 1874, with a subsidy of 822,­ 
000, and has long been in full operation. 
The Valladolid <v San Carlos road, char­ 
tered six years ago, is projected from V al­ 
ladolid to San Celso, on the Caribbean Sea. 
A ll these are in Northern Y’ueatan, and 
the great body of the peninsula is still 
virtually inaccessible. 
T he New York, 
Havana <& M exican M ail Steamship Com­ 
pany's vessels call at Progre.-o during every 
trip, and the steamship line of Bulnes 
Brothers send ships to the same port on 
their trips up aud down the Gulf. 
Though the cultivation of sisal hemp, 
or henequin, is, as before stated, the main 
industry of \ ueatan, it is by no means the 
only one. 
In the opinion of many the 
day is not distant when manila hemp 
{Musa Jlosaeea), the same now grown in 
the Philippine Islands, will entirely sup­ 
plant the indigenous sisal, ar.d monopolize 
the trade of the world. 
The sisal or hen- 
equin (AgareYucatana), seems particularly 
adapted to the worn-out s i! o f this penin­ 
sula and the lazy habits of its people, while 
manila, to thrive here, needs considerable 
attention. 
But manila is by all odds the 
strongest and la-st fiber grown, and will al­ 
ways command the highest price in market, 
and it lias been demonstrated that with 
proper care it w ill grow here as well as in 
Asia, its original home. 
Sisal is best propagated by cuttings, the 
young plants beiug allowed to grow at 
will until three years old, after which 
they are transplanted into fields, set out 
in regular rows. They are of slow growth, 
but w ill last for many years. From time to 
time, as they mature and lengthen, the 
leaves are cut from the ground up. 
A 
queer instrument, called a corba—a cross 
between a sickle and a dagger— is used in 
cutting them. 
In arid soil and upon the 
uplands the stalk seldom retches more 
than a foot above the ground, the coarse, 
thick leaves—six or eight inches wide, 
clustering around it. 
On the lowlands 
the leaves are much narrower, but grow 
from three to six feet long aad produce 
better fiber. 
If allowed to remain on the 
stalk they continue green the entire life of 
th e plant. 
U n til a few years ago Yucatan hemp 
was cleaned by the most prim itive process 
— simply pounding the leaves between 
stones and then whipping them to strip off 
the outer co a t; yet even when prepared in 
this rough way it retained great strength 
and durability. 
It is now cleaned by passing it ova- a 
large, toothed wheel, propelled by steam. 
The large leaf is thrust in forward of the 
wheel, tb s teeth seize it, and in a second 
nothing is left but a mass of fiber clinging 
to the butt o f the leaf which the ojtcratcr 
still holds in his hands. 
A sim ilar process 
converts this mass into a bunch o f clear 
fiber. 
T he w heel above im perfectly de­ 
scribed is about the only agricultural im­ 
plement in use iu Yucatan. 
The laborers 
carry the leaves upon their backs to the 
cleaning-wlieel, a bundle o f twenty-five 


leaves being all that a man can stagger 
under. 
After the hemp is thus cleaned, it is 
tied into 
small “hanks,” and these are 
pressed into bales, weighing per bale from 
350 to 500 pounds, then bound w ith ropes 
of the same fiber, the special mark of the 
grower or shipper placed on them, and then 
they are started on their two weeks’ voy­ 
age to New York or Boston. 
M anila is not treated in quite the same 
way in its Philippine Island home. 
The 
plant is like a banana tree, often growing 
25 feet high, with only a single tuft of 
leaves growing out of the top. 
W hen 
properly matured, it is cut at the root and 
the leaves are pulled off down to the very 
bottom of the tree. 
Formerly these strips 
were then broken on wooden blocks, with 
clubs, until the pulp was broken up; when 
it was scraped with dull knives to cleanse 
the fiber from all foreign substances. 
But 
now improved machinery iias been intro­ 
duced into that far-away country, and it is 
cleaned in about the same manner as sisal, 
only more care is required as the liber is 
often 15 feet long. 
After being dried it is 
tied up in hanks, pressed into bales o f 270 
pounds each, covered w ith gras.- matting, 
bound tightly with rattan, and in that 
state makes its four months’ voyage to the 
U nited States. 
N ot long ago a gentleman from Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y., came down to this region— to 
hunt hemp, so he said, but expecting to 
find som ething eise which would throw 
that fiber all in the shade as a source of 
export wealth. 
He brought down a ship 
from N ew Orleans, and went cruising along 
the coasts of the State and the fragrant 
islands of the Caribbean Sea— for guano. 
H e loaded his ship witli what he believed 
to be this valuable fertilizer, but when it 
arrived at New Orleans, alas! it turned 
out to be nothing in the world but the 
coarse sand peculiar to this locality which 
the deluded New Yorker had scooped up 
by the ton. 
That reminds me of an enterprising cap­ 
italist from New England, who lately 
started an extensive cocoanut plantation 
a few m iles from Merida. 
On a tract of 
1,000 acres he has set out 100,000 trees, 
and expects to make therefrom a princely 
fortune. 
It requires six years, 1 am told, 
for the trees to begin to yield returns, and 
it is estimated that in ten years from the 
tim e of planting, the grove aforesaid will 
pay 10 per cent, on a valuation of 82,000,­ 
000, 840,000 having been invested. 
A full-grown tree w ill mature from 00 to 
100 nuts annually. 
In reality, the cocoa- 
nut is one of the most valuable trees in 
the world, nearly every part of it being 
useful to man. 
The natives eat the young 
roots, and weave them into baskets^ The 
tender leaves are cooked, like cabbage, and 
the old leaves are made into cloth, hats, 
baskets, fans, lanterns, etc. 
It is also used 
for bedding, for thatching roofs, for tish- 
ing-nets, even for writing paper. 
The 
magnificent trunk of the tree furnishes 
canoes, house posts and fences. 
T he ribs 
of the leaves are so strong that they make 
excellent paddles for boats, arrows, combs, 
torches, and no end of other things. When 
the wood is burned it makes the very best 
potash for soap. 
By a process of fermenta­ 
tion good vinegar can be obtained from i t ; 
and also a fair kind of sugar, which the 
Yucatecos call “jaggery.” 
The name of 
the fruit is derived from the Portuguese 
word cocoa and the English word nut. 
Cocoa means “ an ugly mask,” and is said 
to have been given because the end of a 
cocoanut looks like a donkey’s face. 
Ramie, a vegetable silk, is another fiber 
whose cultivation is destined to become of 
great importance, and much attention is 
just now being paid to it. 
It grows wild 
in the hot sands o f the coast, and is here 
known as “ silk-grass.” 
It is a member of 
the bromelia family, and produces a beau­ 
tiful, long, glossy fiber, to-day worth 35 
cents per pound in Manchester, where the 
demand is im m ensely ahead of the present 
supply. 
In this part of the hemisphere we are 
sometimes as badly bothered with grass­ 
hoppers as Kansas used to lie. 
N ot long 
ago the vicinity of Ticul was visited by 
clouds of them. 
After devouring all be­ 
fore them and utterly ruining several 
haciendas, they settled down into Lake 
Ticul, and 
soon the inhabitants were 
obliged to turn ont en masse and fish them 
up and bury them in trenches,for the m ill­ 
ions of dead insects began to taint the air 
in a horrible manner.

Voltaire had in his room sometimes live 
desks, sit w hich he pursued different tasks. 
The great 
romancer, Balzac, after a 
frugal dinner at 6 or 7 o’clock, was called 
at midnight, when he took a cup of black 
coffee, or green rather, and extrem ely 
strong, and worked till noon. 
Turgot never worked but when he had 
dined heartily. 
P itt never ate hut at his own table, 
which w a. frugal; only when he had some 
important affair to discuss he took a little 
port wine with a spoonful o f Peruvian 
bark. 
Addison speaks of an advocate who 
would never jilead a ease without having 
his hand to the end of a thread drawn 
tightly around one o f his thumbs ail the 
tim e his speech lasted. 
The wags said it 
was the thread of his discourse. 
Dr. Sliapman relates that a celebrated 
advocate of London always applied a 
blister to his arm whenever he had an 
important case to jilead. 
Girodet never loved to work during the 
day. 
A t night, when insjiiration came to 
him, he arose, lighted candles, and, half 
muflied uj), painted. 
Michael Angelo did nearly the same, 
but with a single candle. 
The historian, Mezeray, would work 
only with a candle, even at midday and 
midsummer.

Mr. M uller, of F ig avenue, sa id :

in cash, last year, the sum o f $700, and I 
have considerable m ore yet to m arket.

year. I never have to buy any feed. Stock 
w ill flourish on alfa fa on ly. 
F rom four 
cow s m y w ife m akes about $7 a week.

purchased another twenty on the other side 
of the road, so that I now own forty acres. 
My raisin vines, of nine acres, brought me 
iu $1.100 last year, or $122 an acre.

I have sold $200 worth of hay 
on the land, the purchaser being at the 
trouble of hauling, aud still have sufficient 
to feed my stock through the winter.”

T h v Moral I n flu e n c e of Climate. 
•Since the revival of naturalism, how­ 
ever, the tendencies of educational reform 
make it jirobahle that the progress of moral 
jihiloop hy will become identified w ith the 
development of a new science, thus far 
only outlined in a few incidental treatises 
on the interaction of body and mind. 
The 
posduliries of that science are sugges­ 
tively indicaud by the results of the sta­ 
tistical studies devoted 
to one of its 
branches— the moral influence of climate. 
Modern French scientists are nothing if 
not methodical, and have repeatedly called 
attention to the curious regularity in the 
geographical distribution of certain vices 
and virtues; sexual aberrations south of 
the forty-fifth ; financial extravagance in 
large seaport towns; thrift 
in pastoral 
highland regions, 
it is, indeed, a remark­ 
able circumstance that in the home of the 
best wine-grapes, in Greece and southern 
Spain, drunkenness is far less prevalent 
than in Scotland, or in Russian Poland, 
where Bacchus can tempt his votaries only 
with nauseous vodka. 
The idea that a low 
temperature begets an instinctive craving 
for alcoholic tonics seems disproved hv the 
teetotal ism of the Patagonian savages, 
who horsewhip every Spanish stimuiant- 
monger without benefit of clergy. 
The 
Lesghian mountaineers, too, observe the 
interdict o f the Koran in the icy summit- 
regions of the Caucasus; but there is no 
doubt that the bracing influence of a cold 
clim ate aflords a certain degree of im­ 
munity from the debilitating effect of the 
alcohol vice, and that a Scandinavian 
jieasant can for years survive the effects of 
a daily dose of alcohol that would kill an 
Egyptian fellah in a single month.— Pop­ 
ular Science Monthly fo r May.

W hen I came itere I had $riX>, and bought 
m y land on credit, but a man coming here 
now will have to jturcfiase his land paying 
half cash, and he will require, unless he 
works a great deal for his neighbors, at 
least $1,500 or $2,000.” 
We called upon H . Masden, also of Fig i 
avenue, who, in answer to questions, re- 
jilied : “ I started here on Fig avenue with 
twenty acres, 
f now have forty acres, 
which I am gradually getting under culti­ 
vation. 
I have worked a great deal hereto­ 
fore for my neighbors, but the necessity for 
this has passed, and during the past year I 
have been working entirely on my ranch. 
I have six acres of bearing raisin vines and 
four acres of trees. 
From the vines I real­ 
ized last year $500. 
Twenty acres is all I 
have under cultivation. 
Next year I hope 
to begin to cultivate m y second twenty, 
which I have recently purchased. 
This 
twenty acres yielded me this year, over and 
above all expenses of my family, except 
meat, $1,000. 
The way we do it is th is: 
W e take our butter and eggs into the 
grocery aud get credit for them. 
W e get 
our groceries, liour and clothing as we 
want them from the merchant. 
A t the 
end of the month a balance ¡3 struck, and 
we receive the surplus in cash. 
We have 
always a good batanee to receive. This 
only refers to marketing of butter and 
eegs. 
Fruit is marketed with the San 
Francisco merchants, who have opened 
packing-bouses in Fresno and in our col­ 
onies.” 
COMFORTABLE INCOMES. 


Samuel Hartley said: 
“ I came here 
from Bradford, England, in October, 1886, 
and purchased this twenty acres, improved, 
for the sum of $2,300, and in February I 


began to 
bear last year. 
From these 
twenty acres I marketed twelve tons of 
raisins for $1,200, unpacked, or $60 an acre. 
My peach orchard did w ell. 
I got $150 
from one acre, which is the only acre of 
peaches I have.” 
W m. Hardee, Cedar avenue, said: 
“ I 
have fourteen acres of raisin vines. 
Five 
acres only are in bearing, and from these 
five acres I received last year $600. 
That is 
the first they have borne, except a few 
scattering bunches. 
My fruit trees brought 
me in $137 50 an acre. 
My eggsand chick­ 
ens and butter have brought me in, esti­ 
mated roughly, $2 a week. 
I have six 
acres of alfalfa, from which I have fed my 
stock, and sold lari year $400 worth o f hay. 
and had sufficient to keej) my stock through 
the winter. 
I have a raisin vineyard of five 
acres, from which I realized last year $550 
aud two acres of winegrapes, which yielded 
$150, making $700. 
My trees are young 
and bore last year for the first tim e. 
The 
three acres brought $250.” 
Frank Douglass. Cherry avenue, sa id : 
“I have six acres of bearing raisin vines. I 
have marketed nearly all of them , and 
have received $1,200. 
f have an acre of 
fruit trees, which realized me $200. 
I only 
keep one cow for fam ily use.” 


CONCLUDING INTERVIEWS. 
E l ward Simmons, Cherry avenue, said : 
“I have sixty acres here. 
I have planted 
five acres with raisin vines, aud last year 
they produced 
sixteen tons of raisins, 
which sold for $100 a ton, or $333 an acre. 
I have about thirty-five acres o f wine 
grapes. Som e of these are voting and not 
yet in bearing, but I reckon that the thirty- 
five aerts will yield me 1.000 gallons of 
wine, which I have not yet marketed, but 
which will bring 25 cents a gallon, or $250 
au acre. I have e: ected a winery and make

TRAMP CLUES. 


The Albany Journal advises That our 
voung men and women pattern after the 
exam ple of the Johns H opkins U niversity 
student.-, who organize ‘ trnni|) clubs” and 
cultivate the “ art" of walking. 
Instead 
of traveling with trunk- and dress equip­ 
age in cushioned ears, to tiie seaside or a 
mountain resort to jpend their vacation, 
they pocket the money they save, put 
stout shoes upon their feet, stout clothing 
upon their Ixxlies, and w ith scrip and staff 
“ tram p” to the mountains or down the 
valleys, and visit, not the more distant 
points of inti rest, of course, but those 
nearer home, that are probably equally 
interesting. 
T he test of the dub, when 
the members are drilled tip tc the regula­ 
tion requirement, is the ability to “ do" 
thirty miles in a day. 
For 'his accom­ 
plishment they train them selves before 
the outing season opens by short tramps in 
the other seasons. 
Their trip have never 
yet been attended by ill health or e x ­ 
haustion. ' >n the contrary, men increase 
their physical strength am' general well­ 
being by their “ tramp," and arrive at the 
objective points, and return home, fresher, 
happicre.nd w ith far better appetite and 
digestion than those whc come and go by 
conveyance. 
O f course no arbitrary rule can l»e es- 
tabli»lred in the matter, and of course 
some people can never 'become good walk­ 
ers. 
in truth, only it.: few can endure 
long stages of foot exercise. 
W alking 
tries th e brain if th e muscular system is 
not in good condition. 
It is open air e x 
ereisc; to be sure, economic and healthful 
to the systems constituted to endure i t ; 
but 
some 
are 
net 
by 
nature 
fitted 
to 
engage 
in 
it. 
But, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
it 
is 
to 
lie 
said 
that 
a very great many more people could, if 
they would, cultivate the ability to walk 
w ell and long, without brain exhaustion. 
There are tens of thousands of men who 
are upon their feet and m oving in nearly 
all business hours, who thus accomplish 
from six to twenty m iles a day without 
appreciating the distance that they have 
traveled, and that, too, under the most ad 
verse conditions as to freedom o f limb, 
having neither proper foot-wear, suitable 
and uneoiifiuing clothing or cool, light 
head-gear. 
I f there were more “tramp 
clubs”— such, for instance, as that one just 
formed in San Francisco, to explore local 
geography— there would lie less dyspesia, 
back ache and complainings about malaria, 
that convenient scapegoat for stomachic 
difficulties, irregular eating, bad dressing, 
worse drinking, misapplication to busi­ 
ness, and mental worry. 
The art of out­ 
door rural walking, we repeat, ought to be 
a very great deal more cultivated, and 
especially among women. 
It would cut 
short mauy a doctor’s b ill, bring the glow 
of health to many a wasting ebeek, and 
strength to many a weary and aching 
spine. 
The women of England under­ 
stand this thoroughly, and get all the good 
possible out of walking. 
The result is as 
a rule they are vigorous, and can en­ 
dure without weariness physical strain 
that their American sister- cannot. 
I here i- everything, too, in knowing 
Jmw to walk and how to avoid fatigue. 
Scientific training will impart this kuowl- 
■ecge, at;.i so will a hare of common sense, 
and the cxpvr-cn 1 gained by casv and 
gradually increasing wa'kiug task*. There 
is no land on 
the face of the globe that 
a!'., rds finer "p¡ urtunith s for cultivating 
this walking art than California. 
Except­ 
ing 
tho-e who 
never 
can 
acquire 
it 
nor 
endure 
the 
physical 
task, 
we have plenty of people, in every part of 
the State, who ought to swarm on holidays 
and outing seasons upon the foothill paths, 
mountain trails and coast highways in 
“ tramping ” clubs. 
Every vacation ought 
to see hundreds of loose robed, stoutly shod 
and limb-free groups of young and middle- 
aged people marching out of towns and 
cities to the woods and mountains, the 
seashore and along the valley highways. 
Early starts, short stages, gradually in­ 
creasing ; frequent restings; plain good 
food: free breathing, down to the least 
cells of the fully expanded lungs, of atmos­ 
pheres uncont.urinated by the smoke and 
gas and dust o f towns, will put spirit and 
bounding strength and hard muscle into 
bodies that w ill not acquire equal vigor 
by the persistent and heaviest physical 
toil. 


There is more of health-renewed vigor, 
quickened 
brr.in, strengthened stomach 
and active liver in a hundred m iles of foot­ 
h ill and mountain tramp, after one is 
trained up to doing twenty m iles a day 
with ease, than there is in three months 
of dwadling upon the sands at the sea­ 
side, merely sniffing saline atmospheres o r 
idling about health resorts and swallowing 
conventional hourly draughts of mineral 
water from popular springs. 
W'e would 
not enter so much as a breath of protest 
against seaside or q x ing, but both would 
lie a thousand fold more beneficial if half 
the people who ride tc them would walk, 
and the remainder would, once at the 
shore or the mountain resort, indulge dis­ 
creetly in the w alking and breathing arts, 
and thus get full satisfaction out of the 
change of scene and air. 
Of course this is 
not io he done in a minute, mor to lie ac­ 
complished in the regulation attire de­ 
manded at the fashionable summer resort 
hotel. 
For a wrestle w ith nature upon 
the 
highway, 
one 
need* 
to 
robe 
for 
freedom 
of 
action 
and 
comfort, 
and to carry light weight all around. 
1 ie 
needs, too, to court the rising suu and be a 
glutton of the fresh morning air and dewv 
ozone of awakening nature. 
H e w an t-to 
so tramp as to come in with the enormous 
appetite that makes 
landlords shudder, 
and go out to explore the geography of his 
State with a vigor bom only of pedestrian 
exercise. 
The business man with 
fair 
health, the clerk who tramps commercial 
floors day after day, the desk slave, the 
woman who works and the woman who 
never does, the brain-worker and the ar­ 
tisan, the toiler who gets hut one week off 


On the 20>h in-t. the Supreme Court of 
this State handed down a very interesting 
decision. 
Mrs. \Y. 1. "Wilson, of Alameda. 
sue<l her husband for a decree of divorce­ 
ment. 
T he Superior Court cidered "Wil­ 
son to pay the wife $200 per month ali­ 
m ony and $800 counsel fees, and he, failing 
to do so, was committed to tail on the ‘25th I 
of April, 1887, until the stun should lie 
paid. 
Ever since W ilson has languished 
n prison. 
In his petition to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of mandate directed to 
the Superior Court to perm it the prisoner 
to be heard, \\ ilson alleges that he ap­ 
plied last December tc the Superior-Court 
to be allowed to take the oath and secure 
the discharge guaranteed by the Code, but 
that his request was denied. 
Section 11-F* e t sc¡p of the Cod' if Civil 
Procedure provides that any one confined 
on an execution issued on a judgment in a 
civil actior must 1* discharged, when he 
shows to the satisfaction of the Court and 
takes an oath that he lias no e.tate in ex­ 
cess of $80, except such as is-exem pt from 
execution, and that he has not spirited 
away any of his property to avoid the 
judgment. 
If the Judge of tlie Court is 
not s&ifified, end refuses tc discharge the 
prisoner, the latter may apply anew at the 
end-of every-succeeding ten days. 
The Superior Court of Alam eda replied 
to 'the petition of W ilson denying that he 
wa- refused his rights under these sections 
of the Code. 
A lso replying that “ tlie 
prisoner was not confined in jail on an ex- 
■ecutioir issued on a judgment rendered in 
civil action; that he was so confined by 
virtue o f ‘a commitment for contempt of 
Court,’ and that he ‘was not, and still is 
not, entitled to lie examined, or to be dis­ 
charged from custody, under the provi- 
sio u so f said sections o f the Code.’ ” 
The 
Court also replied that it did hear W ilson, 
and all he had to offer, but denied his pe­ 
tition for freedom because, it, the Court, 
did not believe, and was not “ satisfied” he 
was entitled to he discharged. 
< )n this re­ 
turn, or reply, by the Superior Judge of 
Alameda county, the Supreme Court denies 
the petition of \ \ ilson for a writ of man­ 
date, saying: 
It is p ro b ab le th a t th e resp o n d en t refused to 
d isch arg e th e p etitio n er a n d to co n sid er th e 
m erits o f th e case, upon th e ground th a t, h a v ­ 
ing been com m itted for contem pt, h e could not 
u n d e r any circu m stan ces bo disch arg ed u n d e r 
th e sections o f th e Code referred to. 
But as th e 
case w as su b m itted on th e an sw er tak en as 
tru e, anil as it avers th a t respondent did h e ar 
th e application, am i denied th e d isch arg e be­ 
cause th e p etitio n er " w as not in th e ju d g m en t 
o f respondent e n title d th e re to ,” th e w rit o f 
m an d ate m ust, therefore, be dism issed. 
Stopping right here, the decision m ight 
be taken as affirming the power of a Su­ 
perior Court, under a finding that a partv 
is in contempt, to imprison a defendant for 
debt created by order of the Court in a 
divorce ease, so long as the Court is not 
“ satisfied” that he has not the propertv 
or income ability to pay it. 
This would 
amount to possible imprisonment for life 
for debt. 
But as to this, the Supreme 
Court is at pains to go further, and notify 
the Superior Court of Alameda distinctly 
that w hile the 
return 
made is such 
that it must deny tlie prisoner’s petition, 
yet as lie has the right to apply to the Su­ 
perior Court every ten*days, that Court 
must take warning that disobedience to ail 
order to pay alimony is a civil contempt, 
and that a committment for civil contempt 
“ is the same as under an execution.” 
T he Court concludes: 
We th in k , therefore, th a t if th e p etition' .- 
sh all m ak e a n o th e r ap p licatio n u n d e r th e sec­ 
tio n s o f the Codes m en tio n ed , it w ill be th e 
d u ty o f th e .Superior Judge to consider th e case 
as com ing w ith in th e provisions o f th o se sec­ 
tio n s : to heRr e v id en ce to u ch in g ids property 
a n d effects : to d isch arg e th e p etitio n er if he be 
satisfied from th e ev id er c e o f his in a b ility t i 
pay ; an d to rem an d h im if lie be no t so satis­ 
fied. 
To hold th a t th e 
p etitio n er, though 
u tterly penniless, m ust suffer a life im prison­ 
m en t for debt because o f th e p a rtic u la r lorm in 
w hich th e im p riso n m en t was im posed, would 
be a gross violation o f th e p lain in te n t ol th e 
Code. 
T his ought 
to 
settle 
the question 
whether one can he imprisoned for life for 
non-payment of a debt of alimony, hut if 
the “ satisfaction” of the Court of tlie 
prisoner’s inability to pay is to be the 
end, and no inquiry into the discre­ 
tion of the Court is possible, then under 
the decision of the Supreme Court a de­ 
fendant can he imprisoned for life. 
This 
appears to he the idea of our esteemed 
contemporary, tlie San Francisco Call, for 
it says: 


If th e su p erio r Judge o f A lam eda, actin g on 
th e b in t th ro w n ou t by tin* Suprem e Court, 
should d eclare th a t h e is not ■ sati-fie d ” ol 
W ilson’s in ab ility to pay, an d should thereu p o n 
rem an d h im to ja il to spend th e re m a in d e r o f 
Itis days th ere, th e pe .pie o f C alifornia w ill re 
c ard th a t action as no t only a gross violation o f 
th e in te n t o f th e code, b u t likew ise a n outrage 
o n com m on decency. 
The error o f our contemporary is in sup­ 
posing the determination of the Superior 
Court on the application of the prisoner 
to be final. 
( >n the contrary, it is sus­ 
ceptible of review, and the whole matter 
does not rest with the Court’s “ satisfac­ 
tion.” 
If the facts ought to satisfy it that 
the prisoner should be discharged, and the 
Court refuses to make the order, then the 
Supreme Court would, as it has just done, 
hear tlie application of the defendant for 
a review of the act of the lower Court, 
and itsell order the discharge if there had 
been abuse of judicial discretion. 
In 
short, it is not true that imprisonment for 
debt of any sort is possible in California 
under any procedure, if the inability of 
the defendant to obey tlie judgment of the 
Court is established, where a deprivation 
of liberty is hv the statutes permitted in 
the first instance. 
The Cedi says: 
I f C aptain V» .Ison can lie locked n p for n in e 
m o n th s because lie can n o t or w ill n o t obey th e 
o rders o f th e A lam eda Ju d g e, h e may* be k e p ' 
in prison for n in e years, or for lire. 
' 
’ 
I f one can hut trill not obey the orders of 
the tribunals of the land, then he ought to 
be locked up, for life if need lie. There are 
strange ideas afloat about personal libertv. 
A ll liberty rests upon the basis o f obedi­ 
ence to the laws, which are but the voiced 
decrees society find; necessary for the 
preservation of human rights frota en­ 
croachment by the strong. 
The duty of 
the citizen is to obey the law. 
H e who 
refuses to do so, having the ability—re­ 
fuses to obey the order of a tribunal he 
has him self established, and which, if in 
error, may he corrected— ought to 
he 
locked up, as is the man who ao offends by 
crime as to invoke and deserve a life sen­ 
tence. 
Between the two there is distinc­ 
tion only in small degree. 
There is no 
punishment for debt, hut there is for dis­ 
obedience and rebellion against the laws.

AVe very much 
fear that reverence for the parental rela­ 
tion is not to be known as a distinguishing 
trait of American character. 
Tlie spirit 
of tlie age, it may he, tends to withdraw 
the attention of men and women of the 
day from tlieir duties to their parents. 
It 
is a social fact that we cannot deny, that 
the fam ily relation is not so strong in this 
day as it was in the earlier history of our 
people. 
Age has not the reverence here 
that it commands in older nations; parents 
receive from their adult children here 
greatly less attention and respect than is 
■the rule in Europe. 
The son of to-day, iu 
altogether too many cases, manifests for 
the father but indifferent regard, and this 
is begetting a disposition in our race not 
only to neglect filial duty, but to deny it 
openly. 
A ('hie::- o journal attribute* this

ivk 1.1 fan : iy discipline iu America 
and it is in a large degree the correct 
reason. 
If the son grows tip regardless of 
liis duty to his parents, and in their later 
years treats them with disrespect that 
amounts to meanness, it is chargeable in 
the majority of eases to the failure of 
proper training when the parent had the 
power to mold and fashion the developing 
being. 


TREATING CONSUMPTION. 


Some months ago the medical world wa* 
agitated by tlie statement that certain of 
its high priests had demonstrated that tlie 
Bergeoii treatment o f consumption by 
gaseous enemata was practical and efficient 
in case* of consumption. It was the theory 
that sulphuretted hydrogen thus adm inis­ 
tered reached and acted upon the veinous 
system precisely 
as 
was 
desired, and 
effected a cure of tuberculous stages of 
phthisis. 
Instances were cited of the com­ 
plete cure of patients affected by steel- 
filers’ consumption, and of many others in 
tlie la*t stages of wasting consumption of 
other forms. 
But the excitem ent incident 
to the “ discovery ” subsided very sud­ 
denly. It n o v develops that the physicians 
are agreed that t he enemata treatment will 
not do, and it has been abandoned; the 
reasons, however, are not clearly stated in 
any explanations we have seen. 
It is suf­ 
ficient to know that it is not now practiced. 
In its stead, however, a new theory lias 
been advanced, and it is supported by re­ 
citals of experience, which, if true, cer­ 
tainly give the new discovery great im­ 
portance. 
It appears that a French sol­ 
dier, who was in tlie last stages of con­ 
sum ption, was employed in tlie disinfection 
of the barracks of the hospital post where 
lie was located, “ and obliged to pass nine 
hours a day in a sulphurous atmosphere. 
Although 
his condition had been pro­ 
nounced hopeless by hospital authorities, 
he com pletely regained his health in sixty- 
live days. 
The sulphur burned for the 
purpose of destroying the germs of con­ 
tagious disease in the infected barracks had 
a sim ilar effect upon the tubercle bacilli of 
his own lungs.” 
This led to experim ents, which have re­ 
sulted in the formal promulgation of tlie 
new method of treatiuent by sulphurous 
acid in medicated inhalations. 
Sulphur 
is moistened with proof spirits and burned 
with a sm all quantity of benzoin or 
powdered opium added, to remove the 
more disagreeable effects. 
Into a chamber 
where this vapor charges the atmosphere 
the patient is introduced twice a day, and 
remains until just before the sensation of 
great discomfort is felt. 
It is claimed 
that under this treatment the sweating 
and fever accompaniments of the disease 
disappear, the appetite returns, the weight 
increases, and steady general improvement 
is manifest. 
AI. Dujardin Beaumetz, it is 
*aid, has verified reports of tlie treatment, 
and has him self applied it with great 
benefit to patients, seven of whom he has, 
it is believed, cured by the new method. 
It remains to he seen whether this system 
is of any greater vitality than that of tlie 
enemata. 
Of course, the whole world will 
voice the hojie that is a prayer, that tlie 
treatment is all and more than claimed for 
it, and that consumption has at last met a 
fee it cannot conquer. 
It will not do, how­ 
ever, to build upon tlie lim ited experi­ 
ments thus far made. 
A ll treatment of 
such a vicious disease must he verified, not 
by a few cases under one or two, or a 
dozen, physicians; they must be proved 
by a general trial in widely seperated sec­ 
tions and w ith cases of varying character. 


Y et to-day if one were to go among tlie 
confirmed believers in m aterialization in

In England an ingenious electrician ha. 
adapted a small electric motor, equal to 
about a lialf-korse power, to a dog cart 
capable of conveying two people. 
T his 
motor, hung 
under 
the 
vehicle, and 
operated by a storage battery concealed 
beneath the seat, communicates its motion 
to the axle by a chain belt. 
Tlie steering 
is done by a single front wheel pivoted as 
in the tricycle. 
These vehicles w ill move 
it the rate of nine m iles an hour ttjion a 
smooth paved street or well-graded high­ 
way, and ascend a grade of one in thirty. 
The storage gives jKiwer for six hours. 
If 
so much lias been accomplished it is easy 
to understand how increased power can lie 
applied, and the electrical motor made to 
take the place, largely, of horseflesh in the 
dog-cart in cities and sections w ith level, 
well-kept 
streets. 
The power it is not 
likely w ill cost as much per week as the 
food of a horse. 
The advantages of the 
new motor over the conventional are ob­ 
vious. 
It w ill not run away ; if it breaks 
down now and then, so do animals balk; it 
has to lie neither stabled, fed, blanketed nor 
pastured ; it will stand without “ hitch­ 
ing,” and is warranted neither to kick over 
the dashboard nor grip the reins under its 
ta il; it is not subject to botts, colic, epi­ 
zootic or fear. 
All in all it is a dangerous 
rival to the horse for use in light vehicles 
on smootli roads. 
It is not too sanguine a 
forecast to anticipate the time— and not far 
distant— when the eleetric-.il road wagon 
and the driving-cart w ill be more common 
in fair weather upon good roads than is 
either the bicycle or tricvele now.

“ W ho enters here leaves hope behind,” 
is not the sign in front of a dive on K street, 
but in its stead is the less appropriate one, 
“ The Sacramento Tivoli.” 
Every evening 
a brass band stands in the street in front of 
this place for an hour or so, and the 
stranger who happens to pass is inveigled 
inside witli the expectation of witnessing a 
variety entertainm ent. In this he is not 
disappointed, for it is all variety, and 
if he gets out with any of his coin he 
is in luck. 
Inside is 
a saloon with 
a num ber of barkeepers and a dozen 
or 
more 
paiDted 
sirens, 
who 
act 
as waitresses, carry around the beer, 
and always count themselves in on th e 
drinks. Beyond the barrom is a partition 
w h ic h s e p a ra te s th e bar from the concert 
hall. Tliis is filled with c h a irs , the floor is 
covered with sawdust, and it eosts 10 cents 
to enter. At the end of the hall is a stage, 
W h ere a lot of “ very bad” actors sing, 
dance, make lots of noise and apparentiy 
try to amuse the half-drunken loafers, who 
seem to a p p re c ia te th is style of entertain­ 
ment. This down-stair p la c e is for the fel­ 
lows who hp.ve only a few bits in cash. 
For the “ c o u n try sucker” who has come 
to town to sc j the sights there is an up­ 
stairs 
“ tw o -b it 
place ” 
fitted 
up 
in sm all stalls with convenient 
cur­ 
tains. Here the painted sirens get the 
“ couutry jakies,” sit on their laps and 
fondly caress, while they pick their pockets 
or succeed in turning all the cash into the 
bar, the woman getting a percentage of 
“ the bleed.’ 
The more strangers in town 
the better the business. Nine out of ten 
who are robbed in this way prefer to suffer 
the loss rathc-r than say anything about it, 
but once and a while a “ squealer ” will go 
to the police station, swear out a war­ 
rant, and the painted beauty finds herself 
in the toils, locked up on a charge of grand 
larceny. Yesterday a stranger arrived in 
the city, and put up at one of the principal 
hotels. In the evening he sauntered out to 
see the sights, inquired for a place of 
amusement, and was directed by oue of its 
cappers to the Tivoli. W hen he entered 
the dive a waitress. M innie Meyers, old in 
the service, marked him for her own. and 
soon had him in a box np-stairs. The blast 
ot a cornet, the banging on the tin-pun 
of a piano, the dancing of a girl in 
tights, interested him n o t; he had his 
hands and arms full of Minnie. She suc­ 
ceeded in getting $2 from him for the bar, 
and then bade him good-night. As soon as 
she left hint hediscovered that nearly all his 
wealth, a $20 gold piece, was also gone. He 
was a bursted man in a strange community, 
and going to the Station-house swore out a 
warrant charging Minnie Meyers with 
grand larceny». The frail woman was taken 
to the City Prison and locked up.

W om en N urses in H istory. 
H r. Sophia Jex-B lake, in h er exhaust­ 
ive work on m edical women, takes us 
to th e earliest classical times. In th e Iliad 
there is m ention of Agamede, a woman 
skilled in th e science of m edicine; and, 
again, sim ilar reference also occurs in the 
Odyssey. 
In France, in th e fourteenth 
century, we have the negative evidence of 
there being women practicing m edicine 
and surgery, for in a docum ent of 1311 
“surgeons and female surgeons are forbid­ 
den to practice if they had failed to pass a 
■ ati.-inetory exam ination before th e proper 
authorities.” 
In E ngland we are told th at 
women practiced in th e tim e of K ing Jo h n 
(1352) w ith full legal authority. 
T here is 
no question th a t there have, in all times, 
been a great 
num ber of women calling 
them selves mid-wives, and earning a scanty 
livelihor d as such in th is co u n try ; but the 
dignity and im portance w hich lielonged to 
them in th e m iddle ages, “as a profession 
scientifically studied and carried out un­ 
der proper control,” lias become a th in g of 
th e past. 
In the fifteenth century m id­ 
wives were duly licensed. 
T he first of 
whom we find any account is M argaret 
Cobbe, w ho had a yearly salary from th e 
Crown. 
She attended E lizabeth, wife of 
E dw ard IV ., at the b irth of Edw ard V., 
an ! special provision was m ade for her 
rig h ts and privileges by an A ct of P a rlia ­ 
m ent. In th e six teen th century th e Bench 
of Bishops gave particu lar attention to 
th e question of mid-wives, and curates 
were enjoined to teach and instruct them 
“of the very words and forms of baptism .” 
I t was in consequence of th e ceremony of 
baptism being som etim es performed, in 
cases of urgency, by midwivcs, th at they 
■ re exam ined in th eir duti-.-s i 
t only by 
a doctor, cut by a Bishop. 
T here was 
m uch com plaint m ade of th e Bishops giv­ 
ing th eir license w ithout taking any care 
to find out of they possessed “needful 
know ledge or instruction.” 
“In 15(!7 the 
A rchbishop 
of 
C anterbury granted 
a 
license to Eleanor l’ead, midwife, and re­ 
quired her to take a long oath to fulfill her 
duties faithfully; and am ong other tilings, 
she bound lierself to use th e proper words 
at baptism , and, m oreover, to use pure and 
clean w ater, and not any rose o r dam ask 
w ater.” 
It is clear th at in early tim es 
women took a much hig h er stand and posi­ 
tion in nursing and m edicine than lias 
been given to them till w ithin th e last few 
years again. 
It m ay be th a t they lost 
th e ir position because th e feeling of the 
tim es chat:ccd. and, in consequence, they 
w ere denied th e opportunities of needful 
study and instruction. 
Now th e tide has 
turned in th e ir favor, and th e chance is 
offered them of recovering th a t w hich wxs 
form erly th e ir 
undisputed 
rig h t.— The 
F riuras Christian in the Woman’s World 
for dicty.

So closely does th e railroad approach 
th e w ater’s edge th a t there seems barely 
room for it between the clustering palm s 
and red tiled roofs o f th e village on one 
side and the blue, shining sea on th e other.

S e v i l l e , Spain, March It), 1888. 
•Seville is almost wholly of Moorish con­ 
struction, and j>ossesses many interesting 
features. The historical objects comprise 
Beveral distinct stratas or periods. A few 
objects date from the time of the Phoeni­ 
cians. Then the Vis-Gothic period may 
be discerned, after which the Romans 
have left their landmarks. 
After them 
came the Jews, then the Moors, and lastly 
the modern Spaniards. 
The objects of interest, however, are 
mainly those of the Moorish period, and 
among those the Alcazar ranks first in the 
li»t of attractions. Conflicting and con­ 
tradictory opinions are apt to arise, not 
alone between different persons, hut in the 
opinions of an individual as to the rela­ 
tive merits and beauty of the Gothic and 
Moorish styles of architecture. 
When in a Gothic temple the Moorish 
efiorts appear insignificant and childish, 
but when the same person enters the 
‘‘Hall of Embassadors ” in the Alcazar, he 
is apt to think the Gothic style unsympa­ 
thetic, cold and cheerless. 
There are to be found halls of marble, i 
agate, alabaster, or stucco work. There are 
frescoes and paintings covering ceiling and 
walls, by painters so highly gifted as to 
make the least of their works cost a sum 
equal to a ‘' king’s ransom,” but neither 
{«dished marble, costly agate or alabaster, 
nor rare fresco or paintings, can equnl the 
beaut v of the Hall of Embassadors in the 
Alcazar. 
~ The palace of the Alcazar here was a 
favorite residence of Peter the Cruel, who 
restored and renovated it. Since then it 
was the home of the reigning family for 
several months in the year. 
It is now the 
residence of ex-Queen Isabel. 
Like all of the beautiful palaces of de- 
sputic times, the repulsive features are 
hidden out of sight. 
Subterranean corri­ 
dors and labyrinthian passage-ways are to 
be found, leading to—heaven knows where, 
miles in extent. These in turn were the 
prisons of Goth and Moor. 
1 lamp and 
dark, these prisons indicate the savage 
t cruelty of times and men past and gone. 
The cathedral, next to i*t. Peter’s, is the 
j largest and grandest cathedral in the 
I world. 
The tomb of the son of Columbus 
j is to be seen here. 
There are two ships 
; carved on the marble slab, and if these be 
the patterns of those used by Columbus in 
; his discovery of America they are worthy 
* of being preserved. 
The fore part shows 
s a jib and cross-spar, then a fore and center 
mast, and the stern was a three-decker. 
■ Oars were used when the wind was not 
propitious. 
These vessels could not have 
been much larger than an ordinary fish­ 
ing boat. 
One of the chief features of this ca­ 
thedral is the body of St. Ferdinand in 
the “ Capilla Real.” 
glass and metal case, 
with a cloth of gold, 
three times a year—on the 30th of May, 
22d of August and 23d of November—and 
when this happens a great military mass 
takes place. 
The altar and shrine of the 
“ Capilla Real " is of gold, si tver, crystal 
and bronze, and contains a small ivory 
image of the Virgin which St. Ferdinand 
carried with him into battle. A curtain 
covers the altar, which is only removed on 
rare occasions. 
While we were examining the wonder­ 
ful wood-carvings our guide came rushing 
u(i full of excitement, saying: 
“ Ah, 
Sonor, you veel see nmteh—ver mutch. 
She veel cum to de Capilla Real. Oh, ser, 
madam, you . .’cl sec mutch.” 
1 thought th .'allow had gone mad and 
1 asked him to cool down and toll me the 
cause of his agitation. 
Ah, sir," said he, “ ze Queen Isabel 
take leef of Spain and go to Varin in Lent. 
She cum to bray an’ gonvess in the Ca­ 
pilla lteal, aud dev zay gran’ mass, and dev 
vill raze de gurden, and you vi 11 see dc 
St. Ferdinand and de image of dc Virgin 
and de Queen.” 
I told him not to excite himself. St. 
Ferdinand having been dead these 6(H) 
years, there would he neither wit nor wis­ 
dom in interviewing him for the R e c o r d - 
U n ió n , and as for Isabel, as a woman, we 
have many at home as good as she, and so 
far as her politics are concerned our Buck­ 
leys and Higgins could double discount 
her. 
My wife, however, was of different 
opinion; she said, “ We will see St. Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella and hear the mass.” 
The villain of a guide looked at me in a 
patronizing way, as much as to say, “Well, 
lor hersake 1 will forgive you.” So we took 
up our station in front of the altar and 
waited. Presently our guide came up and 
whlsped, “Ven de gwecn gum in you inoost 
neel town, ant rimain neelink undil all te 
lieeble rice.” 
“Base catiff; do you tbink that I will 
trend the knee to any foreign Power, when 
I owe allegiance to none hut I ncle Sam?” 
“Only fer von mineds.” 
“No, not for a second. 
Neither I, nor 
n»y wife, nor my children will kneel.” 
“Ten you gan nod see anysing.” 
We walked out of the cha[«el much to 
the disappointment of my wife and the 
guide. The guide related the occurrence 
to a clerical-looking party, who came up 
and said, in fair English : 
“I can arrange so that you can all see 
everything without kneeling; come with 
me." He brought two low stools, on one of 
which he seated my wife and on the 
other my little daughter, and leaving them 
in charge of the guide gave him instruc­ 
tions. Then beckoning me to follow him, 
he placed my son and self liehiud a pillar, 
and looking very solemn and significant, 
said, “ Wait.” 
Soon the pageant appeared. First came 
pages, then sundry personages, and then 
the Queen. The people within and with­ 
out fell down on their knees. The serv­ 
ices over, I asked for an explanation. The 
new guide said that my wife and child 
having been seated on the low stools, no 
difference could be discerned between that 
and kneeling. 
“But were you not working a decep­ 
tion?” 1 asked. 
“Oh, well,” he replied, laughing, “yon 
did not kneel, and you saw everything.” 
1 was wondering at this, and was about 
to walk away, when my guide tapped me 
on the shoulder and said : 
“Yu gif him nodding?” 
“Must 1 give him a fee for working a 
deception?” said 1. 
My guide went over 
and held a consultation with the other 
cha]', and as a result the other came over 
and said: 
“For five francs 1 will have you ad­ 
mitted behind the curtain, and you can 
view the great St. Ferdinand, the treas­ 
ures of the sacristy, the image of the Virgin 
and the tombs of the Kings. If not. you 
will pi ease pay me for rent of the chairs.” 
I accepted his offer, and saw the remains 
of the saint. 
Considering that this saint and monarch 
lived some 600 years ago, his remains are 
in a wonderful state of preservation, the 
face and features being well preserved. 
Beneath we were shown the remains of 
Peter the Cruel, and Maria Pudila and 
their illegitimate children. 
The carvings of wood were wonderfully 
true to life in color, form, structure and 
arrangement. 
A massive superabundance of precious 
metal- and rare and costly stones con­ 
trasted in a marked degree with the almost 
universal b e g g a r y of the populace of the 
city. 
In no city of Europe is there such 
a prevalence of pauperism as is to be found 
here. 
Much has been saicl by the Liberal 
statesmen of a revolution that will estab­ 
lish a republic in Spain. The infant King 
and his mother may, however, rest easy. 
There may bo revolutions that will un­ 
seat the son of Alfonzo II. and put in 
his place a scion of the Bourbons, but as 
for this, i* even the next, generation of 
Spaniards becoming Republicans, as well 
may we expect chairs to walk, or that dogs 
will become horses, as that the slavish 


multitude here will know aught of self­ 
government. 
If any are in doubt as to the evil effects 
produced by the union of church and state 
let them come to this country; let them 
see and reflect. 
The j>overty, the ignor­ 
ance and the bigotry is so marked here 
and the cause so apparent that no ordinary 
intelligence need be at a loss to know the 
reason. 
This morning we visited 
the great 
cathedral, and were shown through the 
treasure-rooms. The splendor and wealth 
of these grand edifices of worship are per­ 
haps unsurpassed in the world; not even 
Rome, with the world as contributors, can 
surpass them. The feeling of grandeur is, 
however, entirely neutralized when the 
observer contemplates the swarms of beg­ 
gars that line the outside walls of these 
temples. Far better and more in harmony 
with the true instincts of enlightened hu­ 
manity are those simpler and humbler 
places of worship where the worshiper is 
neither prince nor beggar. 
Wherever there is a palace, there is an 
insatiable, avaricious glutton, whose vicious 
appetite for applause and pleasure is only 
equaled by his disregard, contempt, and 
misanthropy towards his j«x»rer neighbors 
and unfortunate hirelings. 
We should 
thank God that we have no such costly 
temples, and n<> such palaces In the United 
States. 
We should pray that they shall 
never be planted on our sacred land of 
freedom. 
\Y hen in the interior of Spain it is easy 
to imagine oneself in the tenth century. 
The men wear a sinister-looking cloak, 
such as we see the stage brigands use in 
opera. 
They have a habit of throwing 
their cloaks over the shoulder or partially 
hiding their faces in the folds. 
I have not yet seen a dwelling that is 
not guarded with iron gratings, perma­ 
nently fixed in every window. 
The uni­ 
form rule in dwellings is a heavy white­ 
washed wall, with a cumberous door, 
wicket and iron knocker; inside a court­ 
yard and heavy iron grated windows, and 
in front, above the first floor, heavy iron 
grated windows, and in addition are some­ 
times small balconies, or “ Miradores.” 
The streets are patroled by an old-time 
watchman who with lamp strapped in 
lront of him, and a long stall' in hand, 
drawls forth at regular intervals in monot­ 
onous and solemn tones a melancholy 
"All's well.” 
The physiognomy of the 
populace is of that wistful, hard-cut pat­ 
tern, denoting suffering brought about by 
lack of good food. 
In fact, intellectual 
food is wanting as much as material food. 
You see the restles- eye, the tired, loung­ 
ing gait of a hungry and unsatisfied peo­ 
ple, resembling the types by Gustave Dore. 
Give these same people employment at a 
fair compensation; give them a common- 
sehool education ; give them a chance to 
advance, and they will no longer look tired 
and hungry. They have within them the 
germs that go to make independent men. 
But who will reach out the hand of fel­ 
lowship ami raise these depressed creat­ 
ures? None other than the people of the 
United States, for by our system of educa­ 
tion, toleration, industry, energy and love 
of liberty, we are destined to be a living 
example to the people of the whole world. 
The nations of old were taught by an 
occasional sage or prophet. 
The new 
sages, the new prophets, are greater aud 
grander than any that have ever lived be­ 
fore. They are, “ bv the grace of God,” 
“ the people” of the United States.

T he F a ct aud th e M ethod o f C reation. 
It is curious to observe how, when the 
q uestion is concerning nature, we no sooner 
find out how a thing is made than we im­ 
mediately exclaim, “ It is not made at all 
—it became so of itself!” 
So long as we 
knew not how worlds were made we of 
course concluded they must have been 
created; but, so soon asscieuceshowedhov: 
it tw probably done, immediately we say 
we were mistaken—they were not made at 
all. 
So, also, so long as we could not im­ 
agine how new organic forms originated, 
we were willing to believe they were 
created ; hut, so soon as we find that they 
originated from evolution, many at once 
say, “ We were mistaken—no creator is 
necessary at all.” 
Is this so when the 
piestion is concerning a work of man? 
Yes, ol one kind—viz., the work of the 
magician. 
Here, indeed, we believe in 
him and arc delighted with his work, until 
we know how it is done, and then ail our 
faith and wonder cease. But in any honest 
work it is not so; hut, on the contrary, 
when we understand how it is done, stupid 
wonder is changed into intellectual delight. 
Does it not seem, then, that to most people 
God is a mere wonder-worker, a chief ma­ 
gician ? 
But the mission of science is to 
shov, us how tilings are done. 
Is it any 
wonder, then, that to such persons science 
is constantly destroying their superstitious 
illusions? But if God is an honest worker, 
according to reason—i. c., according to 
law—ought not science rather to change 
gaping wonder into intelligc'nt delight— 
superstition into rational worship?—Prof. 
Joseph Le Conte, in Popular Science. 


W h y W a g e s Seem L o w . 
But the widening of the sphere of one’s 
surroundings, and a larger acquaintance 
with other men and their pursuits, have 
long been recognized as not productive of 
content. Writing to his nephew a hun­ 
dred ¡¡year.- ago, Thomas Jefferson thus 
concisely expressed the results of his own 
observation: 
“ Traveling,” 
he 
says, 
“makes men wiser, hut less happy. 
When 
men of sober age travel they gather 
knowledge, hut they are, after ail, subject 
to recollections mixed with regret; their 
affect ons are weakened by being extended 
over more objects, and they learn new 
habits which cannot be gratified when 
they return home.” 
Again, as the former 
few and simple requirements of the masses 
have become more varied and costly, the 
individual effort necessary for the satisfac­ 
tion of the latter is not relatively less, 
even uii'^r the new conditions of produc­ 
tion, than before, and in many instances is 
possibly greater. 
Hence, notwithstanding 
the large advance in recent years in the 
average rates of wages, and their increased 
purchasing power, there is no less com­ 
plaint than formerly of the cost of living; 
when (as M. Leroy-Bennlieu has pointed 
out in the case of France) the foundation 
for the complaint is for the most part to 
be found in the circumstance that a totally 
different style of living lias been adopted, 
and that society makes conformity with 
such different stvle a standard of family 
resectability.—David A. Welle in Popular 
Science. 


H ow to A n n ih ilate P overty. 
Inequality in the distribution of wealth 
seems to many to constitute the greatest of 
all social evils. 
But, great as may be the 
evils that are attendant on such a condi­ 
tion of things, the evils resulting from an 
equality of wealth would undoubtedly be 
much greater. 
Dissatisfaction with one’s 
condition is the motive power of all human 
progress, and there is no such incentive for 
individual exertion as the apprehension of 
prospective want. “ If everybody was con­ 
tent with his situation, or if everybody 
believed that no improvement of his con­ 
dition was possible, the state of the world 
would lie that of torpor,” or even worse, 
for society is so constituted that it cannot 
for any length of time remain stationary, 
and, if it does not continually advance, it 
is sure to retrograde. 
It is a matter of regret that those who 
declaim most loudly against the inequali­ 
ties in the distribution of wealth, and are 
ready with schemes for the more “ equal 
division of unequal earnings " as remedies 
against suffering, are the ones who seem to 
have the least appreciation of the positive 
fact, that most of the suffering which the 
human race endures is the result of causes 
which are entirelr within the province of 
individual human nature to prevent, and 
that, therefore, reformation of the individ­ 
ual is something more important than the 
reformation of societv.—Hon. David A. 
Welle.

They save to 
the land owners forty feet of land, and 
when once constructed are not difficult to 
keep in good repair. 
Grapes, fruit and vegetables are the pre­ 
vailing products. Wiue is the curse of the 
English, French, Italians, Germans and 
Austiians. Many of them are unable to feed 
their hungry children, hut seem to think 
it no sin to predispose them to inebriety 
and mental stupidity. 
At Basel, Lorraine, I had my first view 
of the German soldiers. Lorraine, it will 
lie remembered, was taken from the French 
during the Franco-Prussian war, and is 
now guarded with vigilant care. The Eng­ 
lish soldier is not a mullen-stalk tighter, 
and although he is without joints, he is 
well made and bolds the fort or dies at his 
post. 
For the French soldier I have little 
admiration. 
He goes where he is hidden 
and calls it by name—“ Patriotism.” 
A 
soldier is not a aude, the cultivation of 
whose moustache occupies the attention 
and time not devoted to other toilet. A 
soldier is a man still, and should not only 
guard the State from external foes, but 
also set it an example worthy to be fol­ 
lowed, both for its virtue and its nobility. 
The Italian soldier is a ponderous fellow. 
He walks (marches) from the hips, and 
when at right shoulder needs a town lot all 
to himself, lest his bayonet gouge his com- j 
rade. 
He is on duty. It is his duty logo, j 
and to come, and to remain, and not to re- ■ 
main. The German soldier is aggressive 
in war, conserved in peace and more desir­ 
ous to preserve peace than to engender 
war. 
At Basel, Germany, we took up a paper 
of March 9th, and read of the death of the 
German Emperor. The real grief of the 
calamity, as it seems to indicate, should 
“ Friedrich” soon die, is here seen as it 
cannot be told by pen or worded thought. 
The conversation of officials anil German 
citizens was done in subdued tones. “ Der 
Kaiser ist todt!” The paper chronicled 
the sad event thus briefly : 
9 Marz—Wa- 
nige tage vor vollendung des einundneun- 
zigsten lebensjares hat er die augen fur 
immer gesehlossen.” 
(“ March 9th—Sev­ 
eral days before the completion of the 
ninety-first year of his life he closed his 
eyes forever.”) 
Lucerne, Switzerland, is a summer re­ 
sort in the Alps. Its lakes and crested- 
mountain peaks give it a pictorial appear­ 
ance. The river Keuss connects it with 
less iuq«)rtant sheets of water. 
Lucerne 
isthecapital of the canton, and hasapopula- 
tion of 20,000. The lion here seen is a 
huge sculpture designed by Thorwaldsen, 
in 1821, in memory of twenty-six officers 
and 760 soldiers of the Swiss Guard who 
fell in Paris in defense of the Tuilleries in 
1792. The Lowendankmal Museum, Mv- 
er’s Diorama and the Glacier Garden, are 
among the important historial and natural 
scenes to attract visitors; but the invigor­ 
ating climate has more to do with its 
crowded hotels than all other inducements 
combined. Schiller anil his William Tell 
has invested the shores of Lake Lucerne ¡ 
with much that is romantic aud beautiful. 
Later in the season it would have been 
delightful to have spent several days here 
in recreation. 
The ascent of the Alps is a tine piece of 
engineering. 
St. (iotthard 
Tunnel is 
4,500 feet, above sea level, and the lowest 
point in the pass rises 3,000 feet aliove the 
tunnel. 
The writer has several times 
crossed the Rocky Mountains and the 
Sierra Nevadas as often, and has four 
times ascended the Columbia river from 
Astoria, on the Pacific, to Wallula, twen­ 
ty-four miles above, through mountain 
gorges, and is not inclined to lie prejudiced 
in favor of his own country, but feels com­ 
petent to pronounce upon the comparative 
grandeur of the scenery. When I recall 
the imposing bights of Mount W hit­ 
ney, Mount Shasta, Mount Hood and 
Mount Iieuier, I cannot, in candor, say 
that they are surpassed by any sight of the 
most magnificent dome that towers above 
all other in these Alpean altitudes. Echo 
Canyon, near Salt Lake, by far surpasses 
the deepest ravines; and the Palisades are 
marvels of the Divine handiwork com­ 
pared with any of these declivities. The 
Sierra Nevadas, with lakes and rivers 
7,000 feet aliove the sea, and with more 
than 90 peaks rising above 8,000 feet, and 
some of them lifting their lofty snow- 
eresteil domes above the clouds, reaching 
the enormous figure of 10,000 feet of alti­ 
tude, are not here excelled. The Alps are, 
however, colossal in appearance, and will 
never cease to be looked upon as an exhi­ 
bition of infinite omnipotence. 
It is nine 
miles through St. (iotthard Tunnel,and, 
having once reached the exit, there comes 
a change of people and language. 
You 
are still in Helvetia, but the Swiss, ur 
German language, has ceased to be spoken, 
and you hear nothing but Italian, except 
from a few railway officials. 
Sunday, March 11th, was spent in Mi­ 
lan. The Cathedral of Milan is the only 
building of public note here. It far sur­ 
passes all attempts to describe it. 
In A. 
IX, 836, on this spot, stood the metropoli­ 
tan church of the town. It was called 
Santa Maria Maggiore. The site is held 
sacred by the Catholics, and upon it rests 
one of the sculpture-wrought architectural 
wonders of the century. Giovanni Gale- 
azzo Visconti, a Duke of Milan, by a special 
vow, founded It 1386. 
It is built of white 
marble taken from the quarries of Gando- 
glia. The front of it is of Grecian style 
by Pellegrini, but will soon be changed* to 
Gothic, so as to correspond with the re­ 
mainder of the building. 
Whatever boast is emphasized concern­ 
ing the antiquity of this unrivaled monu­ 
ment. the historian will remember that it 
was an unfinished marble heap at the dawn 
of the nineteenth century, tint hv a decree 
of the Emperor Najioleon, June 8, 1805, it 
was ordered to he completed, and a statue 
of himself placed on one of the exterior 
turrets among the monuments of Catholic 
devotees. 
This “ sacrilege” so cftronted 
the Catholics that they say: 
“ There 
stands the devil among the saints.” 
But 
he is there all the same, and in his right 
hand holds a lamp, which, although it has 
neither oil nor smoking flax, shines forth, 
dimming lesser lights. 
The shape of the cathedral is a Latin 
cross, and has five naves, the longest of 
which is 486 feet, and their united breadth 
288 feet. The breadth of the cross is 351 
fi'et. The arched roof, supported by 52 
fluted columns, is 164 feet from the main 
nave, and from the pavement to the vaulted 
cupola it is 224 feet, and to the top of the 
exterior statues it is 355 feet. The 52 
columns are 8 feet in diameter and 72 in 
bight. The designs are ever varying, and 
each complement of designs peopled with 
statues and supported with splendid ara­ 
besques. 
What the writer said above concerning 
the “ marble heap” must not be construed 
to leave the impression that the edifice 
was an unfinished inclosiire at the d-iwn of 
the nineteenth century. The front of it 
was not completed till 1806, when Gur- 
seppe Zanoia. and Carlo Amati finished it 
to its present design. 
From 1813 to 1861 
much of the ornamenting was effected, and 
upon the death of Joseph Yandoni, the 
engineer, Paolo Cesa Bianchi was em­ 
ployed to exhaust his skill on pediments, 
basso-relievos, ornamental decorations, cor­ 
nice of balcony, cariátides, intercolumrs, 
tialustrades and additional reliefs. 
Modern painters, also, whose taste and 
adroitness compare with any of the ages 
past, have continued to illustrate the acts 
and thoughts of apostles and prophets 
upon its architectural walls. Th 
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scarce an incident narrated in the Bible of 
remarkable occurrence, from the Fall to 
the Annunciation, and from the birth of 
the Savior to the general Judgment, and 
the coronation of the Redeemer by Saints 
and Angels, but it is here presented to the 
imagination. The pictorial and sculptural 
plentltudes which decorate its windows, 
its sides and its vaulted celling, its pilas- 
tered 
reliefs, aud its 
indentures and 
niches, is a biblical cyclorama, which, 
aside from its imaginary and preternatural 
effects, is the illustrated Bible of “ Him of 
whom Moses and the prophets did write.” 
The exterior of the cathedral is no less 
extraordinary in design and execution. 
Nearly three thousand statues adorn the 
temple, the greater number of which are 
exterior. 
I walked about it, spending 
several hours in studying the building, 
with its symmetry and 
beauty, 
and 
thought of the 180 sculptors and engi­ 
neers employed or consulted in its erec­ 
tion from Á. D. 1386 to 1S77, and of the 
skilled chemical artificers from whose pal­ 
let werelifted the embellishments within.

Signa o f Storm s. 
Red clouds at sunrise indicate storm. 
Foxes barking at night indicate storm. 
The aurora, when very bright, indicates 
storm. 
The weather usually moderates before a 
storm. 
Sounds of traveling far aud wide 
A stonuv day w ill betide. 
North aud south the sign of dro u g h t; 
East aud west the sign of a bias'. 
Peafowl utter low cries before a storm 
and select a low perch. 
Domestic animals stand with their heads 
from the coming storm. 
Distant sounds heard with distinctness 
during the day indicate rain. 
Coal becoming alternately bright and 
dim indicates approaching storms. 
Wild geese flying over in great numbers 
indicates approaching storm. 
V hen oxen or sheep collect together as 
if they were seeking shelter a storm may 
be expected. 
It is said that blacksmiths select astormy 
day in which to perform work that re­ 
quires extra heat. 
When a heavy cloud comes up in the 
southwest and seems to settle hack again 
look out for a storm. 
l ire always burns brighter and throws 
out more heat just before a storm, and is 
hotter during a storm. 
A long strip of clouds, called a salmon, 
or Noah’s ark, east and west, is a sign of 
stormy weather, but when it extends north 
and south it is a sign of dry weather. 
If the clouds be of different higlits, the 
sky being grayish or dirty blue, with hardly 
any wind stirring, the wind, however, 
changing from west to south, or sometimes 
to southeast, without perceptibly increas­ 
ing in force, expect a storm.—Xev: York 
Mail and Express. 


C redit E veryw h ere. 
In Australia a credit of six months is 
generally allowed. 
In France a four-months’ acceptance is 
required to be sent in settlement of the in­ 
voice. 
In Italy but little credit business is done, 
aud none without good security being 
given. 
In Cuba the time fixed for payment is 
from four to five months after delivery of 
the goods. 
In the Bermudas accounts are settled 
but once a year. The 30th of June is the 
day usually fixed for the payments. 
In England a payment of the price of 
goods delivered is required at the end of 
three months, dating from the day of ship­ 
ment. 
In Austria it is scarcely possible to do 
business without allowing a long credit, 
which is usually one of six months. 
In Spain four-fifths of the transactions 
are done on a cash basis, while in Portugal 
great liberality is shown and quite a long 
credit is generally allowed. 
1 n Turkey even objects of prime neces­ 
sity are sold on credit, and in this country, 
as well as in Russia, the time allowed is in 
most cases twelve months. 
In Mexico the large commercial houses 
willingly give credit of from six to eight 
months, and in real estate trade longer 
terms are given customers in which to set­ 
tle their accounts. 
In Canada settlements are made at the 
end of thirty days, with a discount of five 
per cent. Sometimes a credit of from three 
to six months is allowed, but in this ease 
there is no discount. 
In Cl iina it is not customary to give 
credit. 
Money is obtained from lenders, 
who exact an interest of from eight to 
twelve ]>er cent, Busine-s is nearly always 
conducted upon a cash basis.— Manchester 
Times. 


P e rso n ific a tio n o f th o K a iu b o w . 
The rainbow is one of the atmospheric 
phenomena that have been most generally 
personified. 
Peoples of almost every part 
of the world have made of it a living and 
terrible monster whose most venal offense 
is that of drinking up the waters of springs 
and ponds. This belief is found among 
the Burmese, Zulus, Indians of Washing­ 
ton Territory, ancient Mexicans, and 
Finns, and exists among the popular fan­ 
cies of the Slavs and Germans, and some 
of the French populations. The Zulus 
and the Karens of Burmah imagine that 
the rainbow spreads sickness and death. 
The Karens, when they see one, say to 
their children: 
“ The rainbow has come 
down to drink ; do not play, for fear that 
harm may come to you !” 
Very singularlv, 
too, the street boys in Volhvnia run away, 
crying, “ Run, it will drink you up!” 
In 
Dahomey, the rainbow is regarded as a 
heavenly serpent, Danh, which insures 
happiness. The modern Greeks hold it to 
be a beneficent but just and severe hero; 
they say that any one who jumps over a 
rainbow will change sex at once; hut this 
saying, which is also current in Alsace, is 
only a picturesque way of indicating the 
impossibility of transforming a man into a 
woman, or a woman into a man. The 
Delians offered cakes to the rainbow, and 
the Peruvians put its image on the walls 
of their temples. The Caribs considered 
its appearance on the sea a favorable 
presage; but on the earth its influence was 
pernicious, and they hid from its view. It 
was personified by a viper.—Count Goblet 
cCAlriella.

•Small flowers in millinery have estab­ 
lished precedence, being massed in bouquet 
style, in coronets or occasionally outlining 
crowns, while expensive bonnets are made 
entirely of them. 
Medium-sized flowers 
arc not excluded, however, anil here the 
choice lies between roses and poppies, with 
fair complement of chrysanthemums and 
asters. 
In the way of materia! uet and 
tulle are lavishly used, and now and then 
small flowers look up from beneath a cov­ 
ering of one or the other of those sheer 
fabrics. 
Nowhere, moreover, does the 
present rage for metal show more conspic­ 
uously than in millinery. Whole bonnets 
are made of glittering metal laces or 
braids of like character: metal galoons 
confine sheer puffings of tulle or net; 
trimmings are caught by metal heads, in­ 
sects or pins, and metal foundations mav 
support metallic garnitures. 
Rut ribbons 
are extremely fashionable; hats and bon­ 
nets are made of them in shorter loops 
than formerly. They form front trim­ 
mings to the exclusion of flowers, or are 
placed in flat Alsatian or other bows of 
more or less pronouced contour. 


GREEN PREDOMINATING COLOR. 
No feature stands out more prominently 
than greenness. 
In millinery, green is 
most conspicuous; foliage is’ in extra­ 
ordinary favor, because of 
greenness; 
green is the favored combination with 
almost every color, apjiearing even beside 
liluc, while the union of mahogany and 
green is a perpetual repetition, mahogany, 
by the way, almost rivaling green. 
In 
every department, however, the eye en­ 
counters greenness. 
Windows of glove 
stores reflect the < mnipresent hue; in 
exhibitions of hosiery, green stockings 
even greet the passer-by; green parasols 
arc no longer for the green, and from such 
minor indications one can readily infer 
that green in dress goods is the color of 
the day. 
It must be Iwrne in mind, how­ 
ever, that Loth green, mahogany and 
Gobelin blue, the third leading colors, are 
in so many different tones, anti those tones 
so blended, that glaring effects aTe often 
done away with. 
()ne demurs sometimes, 
as to whether a blue is a blue or a grey; as 
to whether a gray he not a blue, while 
mahogany tints run from deep to pale, and 
green is not only in the different tones of 
olive, reseda or serpent, hut in varieties of 
each from light to dark. 
An erroneous 
conception of millinery would lie formed 
also if due importance were not conceded 
to the copper shades. They stand forth 
noticeably, shedding a glare on unusually 
dark surroundings. 


MATCHING AND CONTRAST. 
The care taken that one article of dress 
shall match another Is only equalled by 
the boldness of contrast and reckless assem­ 
blage of colors in millinery and costumes. 
Nothing is too opposed to be placed to­ 
gether, and the strong antagonism of two 
colors in plain material has, to a great 
extent, taken the place of combination of 
plain anti fancy fabrics. This, of course, is 
not novel ; it has obtained since last sum­ 
mer, hut it remains very noticeable, and 
causes the putting together of two plain 
materials formerly thought inadmissible. 
(In the other hand, where plain and fancy 
goods are brought out with a view to com­ 
bination, colors are matched with the 
greatest care, and bonnets, gloves, minor 
details, and even hoserv, are uniform. 
This fact must account for the green, blue 
or mahogany-colored gloves and stockings 
seen, and it also give- the key note to a 
free wearing of low shoes on the street as 
soon as the weather will permit it. The 
stocking lieing of a color to match the cos­ 
tume, a deficiency of shoe-leather is hardly 
observable, and dealers, in anticipation, 
are ordering large stocks of Newport ties, 
which still take precedence. 


OCTFITINtl NOTE-. 
The Drown styles which lead in parasols, 
display careful adaption to patterns and 
colors in dress goods. As plaids are ex­ 
tremely fashionable, so likewise are plaided 
parasols, eight ribs being the stylish num­ 
ber, with long ferule and fancy handles of 
wood, which at times are ornamented by 
ivory inlaid or oxydized silver, the latter 
often quite covering the handle and 
wrought in many pretty devices. Striped 
parasols conform to dress materials and 
thus show shaded stripes, while all fash­ 
ionable plain fabrics find exponents insilk. 
Gloves are still heavy stiched, but not 
to the exclusion of delicate finish, but 
thick sticking stands first, even for silk. 
Tan or gray match costumes of the same 
colors or are worn with dresses of any 
character. 
Bengaline and mohair as well, are ex­ 
tremely popular; the former often taking 
the place of summer silks, while the latter 
iu all gradations from black or changeable 
colors, to such as on pale groundwork 
show lovely sprays and blossoms, is a most 
favorite material. The last named mo­ 
hairs frequently take the place of ehallies.

been fostered by alleged physicians who 
publish health journals, and are always 
laying down rules about living, which, if 
any one undertook to follow literally anil 
scrupulously, would make life a burden 
from the cradle to the grave. Some years 
ago Dr. Dio Lewis, who was regarded us 
somewiiatof a health expert,announced that 
tomatoes were unhealthy, were the cause 
of cancer, loosened and destroyed the teeth, 
etc. 
For generations boys and girls hail 
been warned not to eat so much butter or 
their faces would break out with “ butter 
sores.” 
It is an old-time tradition that 
buckwheat cakes are productive of skin 
diseases, and the Scotch are said to be 
cursed with the itch because they eat so 
much oatmeal. 
Dr. James C. White, Pro­ 
fessor of Dermatology in Harvard Univer­ 
sity, in a recent article on cutaneous dis­ 
eases, ]»icks some of these annoying tradi­ 
tional bubbles. lie says that uncooked 
butter is perfectly harmless foot! so far as 
the skin is concerned, and it is difficult to 
conceive how any one could have thought 
otherwise, unless, possibly, the use of had 
butter iu food otherwise indigestible, may 
may have disturbed the stomach and pro­ 
duced impure blood. 
Buckwheat cakes do 
not produce cutaneous dieases, unless im­ 
properly cooked and eaten hot with too 
much syrup the; di.-turb the digestion. 
Oatmeal i- perfectly 
tides- lood, aud 
the idea that tumat e ean-e cancer is 
ridiculous. 
Dr. Whit' -ays that the eat­ 
ing of fruits, nut- aud ;l-h may lend to 
irritation ol lie- sk.n !,• cert dn individ­ 
uals, but this arises from come cause pecu­ 
liar to the individual. The notion that 
certain kinds of food are detrimental to the 
complexion is a false one. A good diges­ 
tion and a healthy appetite will take care 
of the skin, and it matters little what one 
eats if the stomach is allowed to do its 
work properly and furnish good material 
for pure blood.—Springfield 15aon. 


N o C arpets la Sum m er. 
The European system of painting floors 
instead of carpeting them, and decorating 
them with handsome rugs, is gradually 
growing in popularity on this side of the 
Atlantic. 
Carpets, as well a.- curtains, 
lambrequins, etc., may be deemed necessary 
parts of house furnishing, tin, they ail 
collect dust and dirt of a more dangerous 
character. 
In the winter they may be 
tolerated, but when summer comes they 
should all be removed to places of security 
and protected from light aud insect de­ 
stroyers. The floors should be oiled with 
boiled linseed oil, and wherever coverings 
of any kind are desirable, on account of 
lessening sounds, rugs and mats should take 
the 
place 
ot 
carpets, 
and 
plain 
shades 
and 
shutters 
will 
suffice to 


exclude 
too glaring a 
light 
anti di­ 
minish the dust nuisance. 
Floors thus 
treated are kept clean much easier, as the 
oil becomes incorporated with the wood 
i and makes a hard finish, as it is oxidized 
by contact with the air. The same treat­ 
ment of floors, removal of carpets and un­ 
necessary materials for the lodgment of 
dust and organic impurities, will make the 
sleeping apartments much mote whole­ 
some. It has long been acknowledged 
that carpets are entirely out of place in 
the apartments occupied by the sick ; that 
they retain the poison of such diseases as 
small pox, diphtheria and scarlet fever; 
and it seems strange that a crusade against 
them has not long since been organized. 
In the far-off future, when people shall 
have learned a moderate amount of sani­ 
tary knowledge, “the carpet must go.”— 
American Analyst. 


Halting B u tler. 
If fresh made butter be drained to some 
extent, and salt added in this wet condi- 
fion, we get perfect salting; for the moist­ 
ure in the butter will saturate the salt and 
dissolve it, so that each little globule will 
be encased in this salt saturation, and 
when the butter is worked over the sur­ 
plus moisture will he pressed out, leaving 
the dissolved 
salt 
evenly 
distributed 
throughout the mass. 
Anymore salt than 
can he dissolved in butter remains in the 
butter as salt crystals, and does not aid in 
preserving it. The film of dissolved salt 
about each globule seals it, so to speak, 
front the air, and holds its color fast for 
the time. The addition of more salt than 
this is tu cater to the taste for a salt flavor 
acquired by habit. As soon as one becomes 
accustomed to the salt solution salting, 
about half an ounce to the pound, he dis­ 
covers that the butter flavor and the 
sharper salt flavor in the butter are not in 
degree, hut of kind, and so prefers the 
former. 
Butter, like buckwheat cakes, 
should be eaten when young. The practice 
of making butter and keeping for months 
for a “ rise” is wrong. Butter never is as 
perfect as it is the first week ; and, if pos­ 
sible, the production of butter should be 
so equalized that the consumption should 
keep pace with the prod action,and do away 
with the summer over-supply that loads 
down the market, brings low prices, and 
consigns thousands of tons of good butter 
—in its day—to the groare rendering fac­ 
tories.— liuttcr Maker. 


L ow M a ter in th e L ak es. 
From observations made along the entire 
chain of lakes the startling discovery has 
been made that the surface of all the great 
inland seas has been lowered nearly a foot 
and a half during the past year. The 
Government Harbormaster at Sand Beach, 
Mich., where there is an immense harbor 
of refuge, reported: 
“ The water is six­ 
teen inches lower than it was a year ago at 
this time, and is two feet lower than it 
was last July.” 
At Sault Ste. Marie, 
where the Government canal affording en­ 
trance into Lake Superior is located, re­ 
ports say that the water is very low, and 
boats drawing over thirteen and a half 
feet will not be able to get through by 
the 
time navigation opens. 
This is 
a very serious matter, not only for the 
vessel owners, but for coal dealers, grain 
men, iron manufacturers, anti every branch 
of industry connected with the lake ma­ 
rine. 
It means that boats will not he able 
to carry anywhere near their maximum 
capacity next season, and that all classes 
of freights will he higher than usual. The 
cause of this remarkable state of affairs is 
a mystery. 
Whether some immense sub­ 
terranean outlet has suddenly been afforded 
for the vast body of water, or whether the 
tributary streams have been affected by 
drought, is a matter for scientific men to 
determine. The opening of navigation 
will he looketl forward to with Interest.— 
Exchamje. 


T he G erm s o f C onsum ption. 
Dr. 
Brown-Sequard, who has been 
preaching that bad ventilation ofsleeuing- 
rooms and poor and monotonous food are 
the great causes ot phthisis, treated of that 
disease at the last meetingcf the Academy 
of Science in I’aris, taking many of his 
examples from England. Wherever popu­ 
lation is dense, and sleeping-rooms ill- 
aired or overcrowded, i-onsumpt ion prevails. 
Dr. Bailey reported that in Milbank 
prison there were, out of 100 deaths, forty- 
live from this disease. According to the 
illustrious French doctor, a room in which 
a consumptive persons sleeps is reeking with 
contagious germs, if the airheinhales ¡snot 
carried off. But how can we get rid of it 
in ill-built houses, or very coltl weather, 
when it is an dangerous to open windows 
as to keep them shut? 
Tu meet this 
difficulty Dr. Brown-Sequard showed the 
academy an apparatus of his invention. 
A reversed funnel,the shape of a lamp shade, 
is placed at the end of a tube, so arranged 
in its curves anil angles that when it 
is placed lieside a lied the reversed funnel 
will be above the sleeper, and draw up the 
air he breathes. The other end runs into 
the chimney of the room. If there Is none 
it is taken through a heating apparatus to 
an air hole. The heat is great enough to 
burn the disease germs.— London Standard. 


A n other T reatm en t o f Phtlilslg. 
Two of the strongest eases quoted by Dr. 
Kremianski, the Russian physician, in be­ 
half of his new treatment of phthisis, have 
been described in the foreign journals. 
In 
one of these, that of a lad of 18 who had 
undoubted phthisis, there was ordered a 
four days’ dose of aniline—but l>y mistake 
three times the proper quantity was taken— 
combined with nux vomica, mint water 
and antifibrin, his diet beiug good, includ­ 
ing dried meat, kvas and oranges : he was 
also given inhalations of atomized aniline. 
A remarkable change took place almost 
immediately, all the bacilli disappearing, 
and his temperature, respiration and pulse 
becoming normal. The second case was a 
complicated one, there being tttbcracular 
peritonitis and meningitis, together with 
typhoid fever, present at the same time as 
pulmonary phthisis; aniline inhalations, 
washing out the pulmonary cavities and 
corrosive sublimate and antifibrin were 
employed, together with a special add 
diet as in the other care. 
1 lore, too, the 
results are said to have been remarkably 
good, the bacilli disappearing from the 
sputum and the patient regaining his 
health entirely.—X. )'. Tribune.

scalping-knife of the savages. 
There were 
others who sickened and died by ilio way. 
and we laid to rest our last fallen comrade 
by the side of the blue waters of the Car­ 
son at Rag Town. 
But it was not alone the pioneers who 
crossed the plains that suffered privations 
and hardships. There were those pioneers 
whocatne by water, who dared almost as 
great dangers as those who came by laDd. 
In the spring of 1840 we were standing on 
the deck of the steamboat Superb, iu the 
port of New Orleans (sole owner and 
master), and saw the steamship McKim 
steam down 
the Mississippi with that 
gallant band of argonauts bound for the 
golden shores of California. We watched 
the noble craft with her precious cargo as 
she glided down tho river, and wished that 
brave hand a prosperous passage to ihe 
new E! Dorado of their hopes and fears, ft 
must not be supposed that at that time the 
question cf California’s mild and healthful 
climate had been solved. For several years 
after the first pioneers came, California was 
considered at the East to be one of the 
most unhealthy climates in the world. 
Few of the pioneers who saw this glorious 
country in ’-19 and ’50 ever supposed that it 
would be the leading Slate in the Union in 
the production of cereals, fruits and vege 
tables. But some of them we hope will 
live to see it the banner State, not only in 
cereals, fruits and vegetables, but also in 
progressive improvements, in 
founding 
public schools and colleges, and in all the 
various arts and sciences. 
But if California is to take the highest 
rank in the sisterhood of States, then cur 
native sons and daughters must lift the 
burdens from the shoulders of the pioneers 
who have carried forward, for nearly forty 
years, the grand work of giving to our 
count-y not only the Oriental commerce of 
the Indies, but also the control of the sea­ 
girt islands of the Pacific. We can but 
hope that our sons and daughters will 
always bear in mind that life’s labors with 
the early pioneers is fast drawing to a close; 
that soon the places that now know them 
as active participants in the busy scenes of 
life will soon know them no more forever. 
It is for you, onr sons and daughters, to go 
forward in developing all the great re­ 
sources of the Golden State; it is for you to 
found more public schools and colleges; it 
is for you to purify the public morals of the 
people, so that California’s escutcheon mav 
descend to your children without one spot 
or blemish. 
We see by the R ecord-U nion that the 
El Dorado Society of California Pioneers 
will hold their picnic in the beautiful city 
of Placerville on May 24th. We hope to 
meet the El Dorado pioneers on that occa­ 
sion. It is now more than thirty years 
since I have visited either PiacerviHe or 
Colonia—only in visionary dreams, bnt 1 
now feel that I must have one more look 
on that lovely gem of the hills—the city of 
Placerville. I also hope to see again that 
beautiful vale where now bloom the fruit 
orchards, gardens and vineyards encircling 
Coloma, where James W. Marshall made 
an 
illustrious name by the discovery 
of gold, and where now ali that was earthly 
of him, rests.

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A b ou t B ath in g. 
Regular bathing, so far as the people of 
this country are concerned, is certainly a 
habit of pure modern adoption ; the fathers 
anti grand lathers and grandmothers of 
those who have reached middle life, sel­ 
dom or never bathed, except in the warm 
months of summer. Their dwellings af­ 
forded no conveniences for the act, if they 
felt the need of performing it. As a gen­ 
eral tiling, the health was unaffected by 
this omission. 
Why was this? Because 
of their occupations and methods of living. 
They were active workers, they wore hut 
a small amount of clothing, they lived 
much in the open air, and their dwellings 
were without stove and furnace heat. 
Dry friction over the whole surface of 
the body, once a day. or in two days, is 
often of more service than the application 
of water. The reply of the centenarian to 
the inquiry, to what habit of lile he attri­ 
buted his good health and extreme long­ 
evity, that lie believed It due to rubbing 
himself all over with a cob every night, is 
very significant of an important truth. 
If invalids and person- of low vitality 
would use dry friction anil Dr. Franklin’s 
“ air-bath” every day fora considerable 
period, we are confident they would often 
he greatly benefited. Cleanliness is next 
to godliness, no doubt, and a proper and 
judicious use of water is to be commended, 
but human beings are not amphibious. 
Nature indicates that the functions of the 
skin should be kept in order mainly by 
muscular exorcise, by exciting natural 
perspiration by labor; and delicious as is 
the hath, and healthful under proper reg­ 
ulations, it is na substitute for that exor­ 
cise of the hotly without which all the 
functions become abnormal.—■Journal of 
Chemistry.

M ilk In N ew York City. 
The New York State law creating the 
milk standard was passed in 1885. This 
declares milk to be adulterated if it con­ 
tains more than 88 per cent, of fluids or 
less than 12 per cent, of milk solids, of 
which 3 per cent, shall be fat. Inspections 
in 1886 showed that 3 per cent, of the milk 
shipped by farmers, and 8 per cent, of that 
sold by peddlets, was adulterated. In 1886, 
11 per cent, of the milk shipped by farm­ 
ers was found to be adulterated and 5} per 
cent, of that sold by peddlers, while 9 per 
cent, of that examined in stores was ltelow 
the standard. Since September, 1887, the 
inspections show that not more than 1 per 
cent, of the milk received in the city from 
the farmers of the State is adulterated. 
The dealers are now generally the guilty 
parties.—Commercial Inquirer.

G eneral P h il S h eriilan’s Sword. 
During the entire war General Sheridan 
never wore but one sword, and he wears 
the same one yet on all occasions of dis­ 
play. 
It is a light dragoon saber, and one 
of a cargo shipped from Spain to Charles­ 
ton for the use of Confederate officers. 
The vessel was captured in Charleston, 
harbor by the blockade, and the swords 
were distributed among the various arsen­ 
als of the North, at which they were sold 
to Union officers. 
The one which Sheri-» 
dan wears was sent to the armory at St. 
Louis, and was purchased originally by 
the adjutant of the Second Michigan Cav­ 
alry, who wore it awhile and then pre­ 
sented it to Sheridan. 
The original scab­ 
bard was broken by having a horse fall 
upon it, and a new one was found to fit 
the blade. The General has a number of 
presentation swords which 
have been 
given him from time to time. Some of 
them are very valuable, and one, which 
was presented by the Army of the Cum­ 
berland, is mounted with gold and dia­ 
monds, but it is too fancy for the General’s 
taste, and nothing would induce him to 
wear it.— Philadelphia Times. 


N iagara as an E lec tric Supply. 
An article in Scribners upon “The Elec­ 
tric Motor and 
it- Applications,” by 
Franklin Leonard Pope, refers to the 
pro])osition of Siemens, in 1877, that the 
energy of the water at Niagara Falls might 
be transferred to New York and there 
utilized for mechanical pur]tores, and the 
belief of Sir William 'Thompson, an­ 
nounced in 1879, that, by the use of half­ 
inch insulated copper wire, 26,000 horse 
power of energy being taken from water 
wheels, 21,000 could he delivered at a 
point 300 miles away. 
Mr. Pope goes on 
to say that it seems indisputable that 
Marcel Deprez. a French electrician, has 
delivered more than thirty-five horse power 
at a point seventy miles distant from that 
at which an energy of sixty-two horse 
power was applied, showing a loss in trans­ 
mission of only about 43 per cent.— Detroit 
Free Press

country expected th e investigation of the 
Pacific railroads to be lik e the others. 
U sually starting 
out w ith

theory, investigators have found no value 
in facts th at did not conform to it, and 
therefore the results have been practically 
w orthless. 
It is not surprising, in view of the origin 
of th is inquiry, th at the country was pre­ 
pared to find in its results only th at w hich 
. would support the charge th at th e builders 
of 
the Pacific 
roads had 
lieeu 
faith ­ 
less 
from 
th e 
beginning 
and 
full 
of guile. 
T he U nion Pacific people en­ 
deavored to discount the effect of such a re­ 
port by adm itting that th eir line was su r­ 
veyed in sin anil constructed in iniquity, 
but this they confessed for others and not 
for them selves, since they are the ueocracy 
of the enterprise, recent in their identifica­ 
tion w ith its operation and therefore able to 
point a positively clean finger of scorn at 
their predecessors. 
U nlike the U nion Pacific, the Central 
Pacific is still in control of th e survivors of 
th e cum pauy of m en who built it. 
It is 
not their tault, for when it was finished 
they tried to sell it. b u t prudent financiers 
snubbed investm ent in a property which 
had la x e d 'h e credit of its builders alm ost 
to exhaustion, and offered 110 prospect of 
paving a profit w ithin the next generation, 
and the stock in which found 110 takers in 
a bourse where a m ine needed only a nam e 
and a stock book to attract investm ent and 
be the cause of thousands experiencing the 
pleasures of hope. 
So, singular am ongst 
th e great constructions of the age. on this 
continent, this rem ained in th e hands of 
i's builders and their record was unbroken, 
from 
the 
m oving 
of 
the 
first 
spade 
of 
earth 
to 
the 
m ov­ 
ing of the last train. 
W h at faults there 
were were theirs, and they had to stand 
the b ru n t of a burning inquiry th at cov­ 
ered a quarter century of such a business 
career as few m en survive to be quizzed 
about. 
A new spaper m ay daily say of a woman, 
“ She is enaste.” and of a m an “ H e is h o n ­ 
est.’’ and attract no attention, 
it is our 
frailties and not the lack of them th at in ­ 
terest our neighbors : therefore, a Congres­ 
sional com m ission appointed to see sm oke 
and find lire under it should not have ex­ 
pected any m ore attention th an has been 
given to the non-scam ialou» part of its find­ 
ings. 
Indeed, one is surprised that the report 
should not throughout justifv the expecta­ 
tions of the people who suffer a chronic 
suspicion th at aii great transactions w ith 
the G overnm ent are necessarily infam ous. 
T he report o f the Com m ission of Investi­ 
gation is in eight voluntes, a ponderous 
m ass of testim ony indigestible to the eet:- 
eral public and so unlike light reading that 
m em bers of Congress will peruse it only 
under penalty.

l>v the Act of May 7. 1S7S, this requirem ent was 
increased as to the Union and Central Pacific 
C i upa ios to twenty-five per cent, of the net 
ear lings. 
In the opinion of the Commission 
th e e t rqucem ents have t-eou fully satisfied. 
T he accountant, Mr. Stevens, sa y s: 
The company has., up to the present time, 
complied with aii the requirements of the laws 
p re - riblug payments to the United States, and 
all d mauds of the Government have been 
promptly met. 
T ne Com m issiott reports, also, th at none 
of m e lauds granted to the com pany have 
been divorte.t froot ttic r law ful use.

Mr. Lam ar, Secretary of the Interior, in his 
last report inform ed Congress that such 
surveys had been m ade im possible by the 
failu re of th at body to m ake the necessary 
appropriation». 
Mr. L am ar says (page 17 
of Report of the Secretary of the Interior) : 
In tne granting Acts to these com panies is a 
clause directing the Executive to cause the 
land to be surveyed along tlie line of the road, 
so th at the lands to which it m ight be entitled 
shall tie m ade over to the com pany as fast as 
the road is constructed. But the Executive has 
been unable to comply w ith these directions, 
because Congress lias not thought proper to 
fit. uish the m eans to m ake tlie necessary sur 
veys, aud there was no other source from which 
it could come. 
Great eouf'.tsion aud m any hardships have 
resulted from the want of necessary appropria­ 
tions for the survey of the lands along the lines 
of said roads. 
T he report of tlie U nited States Land 
B ureau says that the selections on the rail­ 
road grants filed for patents are now of such 
volum e th at w ith th e force available at 
present “'thirty-tw o years will be required 
to com plete th e exam ination of the land 
already selected by lists of selection now 
before the departm ent for exam ination.’’ 
T he Central Pacific C om pany estim ates its 
loss caused by these delays at $500,000. As 
to the charge’ th at th e C entral Pacific D i­ 
rectors were borrow ers of the corporation, 
th e Com mission rep o rt?: 
It is doubtless true th at :• tier July 7, ISM, and 
during the entire period ensuing, to the com­ 
pletion of the road, the» uenUeinen (Stanford, 
H untington, Hopkins and Crocker) used their 
pcreojtal credit in order to a- ist in the consum ­ 
mation of the great euterpt is-. It is also true 
th at the construction itself was conducted uu 
der circum siaucis of e x t:a rdinary difficulty. 
The engineering feat of successfully attacking 
aud scaling the Sierra Nevada m ountains is 
scarcely surpassed by any railroad construction 
iu tlie world. The difficulties encountered by 
reason of the snow and violent w inter storms, 
the vast excavations and fills required, the ex 
pensive sheds needed for tlie protection of the 
road, are vividly portrayed in the evidence of 
witnesses. 
And the Com m ission m ight have added, 
that the know ledge th at ia addition to ab­ 
sorbing all the assets of its ow n and the 
G overnm ent bonds, th e construction had 
strained th e credit of th e builders 
to 
ultim ate tension, m ade them the objects of 
the m ild pity o f financiers and rendered 
the sale of the property or its stock im pos­ 
sible. 
To the repeated charge th at the construc­ 
tion o f other enterprises and leasing of 
branch lines reduced the earningeapacity of 
the aided lines, th e Com m ission says th at 
it has, however, on the whole, been a 
source of profit to the C entral Pacific R ail­ 
road Com pany. 
As to the charges against this com pany 
of discrim inations, pools and other devices, 
th e Com m ission co n clu d e: 
We are inform ed th at the m inority Commis­ 
sioner has reported, as proved, an interm inable 
succession of alleged discriininstions, prefer­ 
ences and advantages granted for corrupt or 
im proper purpos s, and violations of duty of a 
sim ilar character. We m ust respectfully pro­ 
test against such conclusion, because it is based 
on no evidence worthy the nam e. It is a judg­ 
m ent rendered against the 
party inculpated 
w ithout a sufficient hearing. W henever the 
practice prevails it has been found impossible 
for any railroad com pany in the country to 
m ain tain itself except by participation in’the 
practice. 
The Com mission confounds the U nion 
and Centra! Pacific in the m atter of the re­ 
quirem ents of Congress th at stockholders 
m ust, at intervals of six m onths, pay an 
assessm ent of $5 per share u n til their stock 
wa.3 paid up. T h at did not apply to the 
C entral Pacific, for th e obvious reason that 
it w ould have prevented its construction 
entirely. 
Nobody w ould buy its stock, 
though it was offered again and again to 
in v esto rs; hence there could have been 110 
assessm ents of stockholders, and therefore 
no com pletion of the road. T hat law did not 
apply to it. for the Central Pacific was in ­ 
corporated under the laws of California, 
and these laws regulated its issue o f stock, 
aud were strictly com plied w ith. 
The 
road could not even borrow bonds of the 
United States u n til it had the consent of 
the State of California. 
As to its own bonds the law of this State 
required that they should not exceed its 
capital stock, hence the issue of stock had 
to precede or be concurrent w ith the issue 
of bonds. 
T his stock, as show n above, had 
no buyers and 110 value in the m arket, 
until m any years after its issue. 
It will be observed th at the facts and the 
findings of the Com mission, then, dispose 
of all issues dow n to the question of in ­ 
tention of the Central Pacific Com pany 
to ever pay its debt to the G overnm ent. 
T he dividends paid u ntil 1877 are reported 
by the Commission to have been earned 
and their paym ent to be in violation of no 
law. 
It further a p Dears that in 1878 the corpo­ 
ration entered upon a plan to provide for 
paym ent of its G overnm ent debt and in ter­ 
est at m aturity by sem i-annual contribu­ 
tions to a sinking fund, “' to overtake and 
cancel the rem ainder of said debt a t m atu­ 
rity." 
T his piatt was to invest in such 
sin sin g fund net earuiugs to effect an accu­ 
m ulation of eight per cent, per annum . 
This investm ent was to supersede divi­ 
dends if necessary, but the arrangem ent 
was itself superseded by the T hurm an Act, 
and was thereby term inated. T he Com ­ 
m ission concedes that the com pany has 
discharged all of its obligations undet the 
T hurm an Act, which, however, has proved 
defective as a provision for m eeting the 
debt, through no fault of the company, 
which has lost on the m oney paid in under 
that Act, for there is less in the sinking 
fund controlled by the G overnm ent than 
the com pany has paid. 
T he Commission was instructed by the 
law which created it to inquire as to the 
saving effected 
by the G overnm ent by 
cheaper rate3 upon the transportation of 
mails, troops and supplies. 
The road was 
com pleted seven years in advance of the 
contract tim e, which m atured in 1876. The 
Com mission, upon this point of saving in 
freights by the G overnm ent, says: 
Tlie evidence, so far as the Commission were 
able to obtain the same, establishes the fact that 
before the com pletion of the Pacific railways 
the cost of transportation was m am tim es 
greater than it now is. Reference is made on 
this subject to the report of the War Depart­ 
m ent herew ith subm itted, and to the evidence 
of Kim ball and Stanford, and the exhibits a t­ 
tached to Stanford's statem ent. 
By com pleting iho road seven yearsl 
sooner than the law required, th e saving in 
transportation to the G overnm ent for that 
seven years w as: 
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TheCeDtral Pacific C om pany's proportion 
of this am ount saved, say 46 per cent., is 
$21.971,062. The like saving to the Govern­ 
m ent from the com pletion of the road to 
Jan u ary 1, 1886, is show n by th e follow ing 
ta b le :
